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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 

To  the  Citizens  of  Ipswich : 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  feel  that  in  the  year  just 
closed  that  the  various  departments  that  come  under 
their  supervision  have  been  conducted  in  an  efficient 
and  economic  manner.  The  streets  of  the  town  were 
never  in  better  condition  as  a  whole  than  they  are  at 
present  and  we  feel  that  Mr.  Wood  has  done  a  hard  job 
well.  There  are  two  or  three  of  the  outlying  roads  that 
need  repairing  very  badly  and  we  are  trying  to  take  care 
of  them  the  best  we  can  on  available  money  at  hand. 

We  were  obliged  to  install  a  new  oil  burner  in  the 
town  hall  as  the  one  already  there  was  not  large  enough 
to  do  the  work. 

The  Police  Department  has  we  feel  been  conduct- 
ed in  an  efficient  manner  and  at  a  minimum  cost  to  the 
town. 

The  Fire  Department  this  past  year  has  answered 
to  more  calls  than  in  any  other  year  in  its  history,  with 
the  loss  of  property  kept  at  a  very  low  mark  the  Board 
of  Fire  Engineers  should  be  congratulated  on  the  efficient 
manner  in  which  these  calls  were  handled.  The  Engi- 
neers came  to  the  Selectmen  requesting  a  new  fire  alarm 
as  the  present  one  could  not  be  heard  by  all  the  call  men. 
Therefore  we  caused  an  article  to  be  inserted  in  the 
warrant  at  the  last  special  town  meeting  to  take  care 
of  this  emergency  and  as  a  result  the  town  voted  to  pur- 
chase a  new  alarm.

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BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN  -  MINORITY  REPORT 

To  the  Citizens  of  Ipswich : 

In  fairness  to  myself,  to  the  servants  and  agents  of 
the  Town  of  Ipswich  who  have  so  earnestly  attempted  to 
perform  their  duty  to  the  best  of  their  ability,  I  felt  that 
I  could  not  sign  the  annual  report  of  the  Board  of  Se- 
lectmen as  was  submitted  to  me  by  the  Chairman.  My 
motive  in  making  this  report  may  be  questioned  by  some, 
but  for  the  greater  good  in  recognizing  all  who  tried  to 
do  their  own  particular  work  as  well  as  the  departments 
which  have  been  mentioned  by  my  two  colleagues,  I 
chose  to  write  my  own  report,  I  do  not  take  issue  with 
my  colleagues  because  they  have  mentioned  in  praise 
any  particular  department  but  I  do  take  issue  because 
they  have  felt  constrained  to  confine  their  praise  to  so 
few  of  the  servants  of  the  Town  of  Ipswich  when  I  felt 
that  there  are  others  also  deserving  of  praise. 

I  as  one  of  the  Selectmen  realize  that  we  have  with- 
in our  command  the  appointment  of  many  servants  for 
the  Town  and  that  the  Board  is  held  in  a  certain  way 
responsible  for  the  acts  of  these  servants  and  the  results 
they  produce.  To  all  those  who  have  faithfully  perform- 
ed the  duties  with  which  they  were  entrusted  by  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  I  wish  to  extend  my  sincere  apprecia- 
tion. 

I  feel  however  that  the  Board  of  Selectmen  are  not 
answerable  to  such  a  degree  for  the  acts  of  the  various 
departments  as  they  are  for  the  expenditures  of  the  town 
funds.  We  as  a  Board  entrusted  various  citizens  with 
certain  obligations  and  after  they  were  informed  of  their 
duties  the  work  of  each  department  was  permitted  to  be 
done  solely,  and  without  interference,  by  each  of  the  en- 
trusted servants.  Each  department  through  its  head 
has  rendered  a  report  of  its  doings  which  is  to  be  printed 
in  the  annual  town  report  and  I  refer  the  citizens  of  the 
town  to  each  department  and  there  read  the  various  ac- 
tivities of  the  town  during  the  past  year.  In  that  I  feel 
that  credit  and  praise  will  be  meted  out  to  those  who 
have  performed  their  duties  in  a  faithful  manner  and 
are  deserving  of  commendation. 

There  are  at  present  probably  many  situations  in 
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the  way  of  improvements  that  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
might  be  justified  in  expending  money  for  the  benefit  of 
all.  The  Board  while  seeing  the  conditions  calling  for 
improvements  about  the  town  have  hesitated  to  expend 
any  money  In  fact  the  only  expenditures  made  by  the 
Selectmen  directly  have  been  towards  purchasing  an  oil 
burner  for  the  Town  Hall  and  agreeing  to  buy  a  new  fire 
alarm  for  the  fire  station.  Both  of  these  expenditures 
were  considered  absolutely  necessary  and  calling  for  im- 
mediate action.  The  heating  apparatus  for  the  town  hall 
was  declared  inadequate  and  insufficient.  Popular  de- 
mand warranted  the  purchase  of  a  new  fire  alarm  and 
although  the  Board  approved  of  its  purchase  the  ques- 
tion was  submitted  to  the  voters  at  a  special  meeting. 

Reporting  as  one  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  as  to 
what  the  Board  has  done  during  the  past  year,  I  wish  to 
state  that  the  Board  has  been  most  conservative  in  the 
expenditure  of  money.  This  conservation  I  feel  warrant- 
ed. There  have  been  unusual  and  extraordinary  de- 
mands made  on  the  Town  Treasury  during  the  past  year. 
How  far  these  demands  might  go  or  to  what  extent  the 
town  might  be  burdened  is  as  yet  problematical  and  in 
view  of  this  situation  the  Board  has  been  reluctant  to 
expend  any  money  except  the  two  expenditures  which 
were  authorized. 

While  this  report  may  in  substance  be  in  conform- 
ity with  that  of  my  colleagues  I  felt  that  some  explana- 
tion is  due  to  the  citizens  of  the  town  as  to  what  might 
by  some  be  considered  apparent  inactivity.  On  the  other 
hand  during  the  past  year  we  have  been  active  in  our 
endeavor  to  maintain  the  necessary  work  activities  in 
the  town  at  the  lowest  possible  cost.  That  I  feel  was 
the  duty  of  the  Selectmen  during  the  past  year.

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ASSESSORS'  REPORT 


To  the  Citizens  of  Ipswich : 

In  making  this,  the  annual  report  of  the  Board  of 
Assessors,  there  has  been  included  the  work  sheet  that 
is  used  in  computing  the  tax  rate,  and  the  tables  of  ag- 
gregates covering  the  work  of  the  Department. 

The  total  assessed  valuation  was  somewhat  smaller 
this  year  than  last  owing  to  the  final  closing  of  one  of 
our  largest  industrial  plants,  and  also  the  Excise  tax 
which  took  Automobiles  from  the  personal  tax  list. 

Because  of  the  loss  of  $260,000.00  in  taxable  prop- 
erty and  no  appreciable  amount  of  new  construction,  and 
$11,000.00  increase  in  appropriations  from  the  previous 
year,  your  Assessors  were  faced  with  the  necessity  of  in- 
creasing the  tax  rate. 

Under  the  Excise  tax  there  was  a  substantial  gain 
over  the  previous  method,  1658  cars  assessed  value  of 
$552,020.00,  and  with  some  adjustments  in  valuation  in 
an  endeavor  to  equalize  values  we  were  able  to  place 
the  rate  at  $30.50  per  thousand.  And  again  we  want  to 
call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  your  tax  rates  are 
made  in  Town  Meeting  and  not  in  the  office  of  this  Board. 

As  the  Excise  tax  was  new  this  year  and  owners  of 
cars  not  being  familiar  with  the  law,  especially  with  re- 
gard to  abatements  where  cars  were  exchanged,  there 
were  some  cases  where  a  hardship  was  imposed  by  not 
applying  in  the  specified  time  for  an  abatement.  This 
year  we  feel  it  will  work  much  better,  as  the  law  is  now 
more  clearly  understood,  and  also  the  time  limit  will  this 
year  be  printed  on  the  tax  bill;  namely  all  applications 
for  abatement  must  apply  within  60  days  from  date  of 
bill. 

We  wish  to  thank  the  Dealers  for  their  co-operation 
in  explaining  this  law. 
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The  Board  has  looked  into  the  matter  of  re-valua- 
tion and  survey  by  expert  Appraisers,  and  while  we  feel 
that  maps  are  very  much  of  a  necessity  we  do  not  feel 
that  under  present  conditions  we  would  be  justified  in 
asking  for  an  appropriation  at  this  time.

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For  the  benefit  of  the  owners  and  keepers  of  dogs 
the  following  extract  of  the  General  Laws  is  hereby  sub- 
mitted : 

General  Laws,  Chapter  140 

SECTION  137.  The  owner  or  keeper  of  a  dog  which 
is  three  months  old  or  over  shall  annually,  on  or  before 
March  thirty-first,  cause  it  to  be  registered,  numbered, 
described  and  licensed  for  one  year  from  the  first  day  of 
April  following. 

The  owner  or  keeper  of  a  licensed  dog  shall  cause 
it  to  wear  around  its  neck  a  collar  distinctly  marked  witli 
its  OWNER'S  NAME  and  its  REGISTERED  NUMBER. 

SECTION  138.  The  owner  or  keeper  of  a  dog  may 
at  any  time  have  it  licensed  until  the  first  day  of  April 
following,  and  a  person  who  becomes  the  owner  or  keep- 
er of  a  dog  after  April  first,  which  is  not  duly  licensed, 
and  the  owner  or  keeper  of  a  dog  which  becomes  three 
months  old  after  March  thirty-first  in  any  year,  shall, 
when  it  is  three  months  old,  cause  it  to  be  registered, 
numbered,  described,  licensed  and  collared  as  required 
by  the  preceding  section. 

(Example  under  Section  138  above).  If  a  dog  is 
born  on  June  1,  1930,  he  becomes  three  months  old  on 
September  1,  1930  and  should  be  licensed  on  that  date 
for  the  period  Sept.  1,  1930  to  April  1,  1931  (when  it 
becomes  necessary  to  relicense  him  for  the  year  April  1, 
1931  to  April  1,  1932).

We  recommend  the  purchase  of  500  feet  of  hose  this 
year,  also  a  new  hook  and  ladder  truck.  The  ladder 
truck  we  now  have  was  horse  drawn  and  was  changed 
seven  years  ago  to  motor  drawn.  This  is  a  dangerous 
piece  of  apparatus  to  drive,  as  the  driver  has  no  control 
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of  the  rear  wheels.  Most  of  the  ladders  are  in  bad  shape, 
having  been  in  use  for  twenty  years,  and  we  are  of  the 
opinion  that  they  are  unsafe,  as  there  are  times  when 
there  are  several  men  on  one  ladder  taking  hose  lines 
to  the  roof  of  buildings.  We  recommend  selling  the 
horse  drawn  chassis  and  ladder,  and  keeping  the 
motor  chassis  for  hose  and  chemical  which  are  needed 
very  badly. 

We  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  everyone 
who  has  in  any  way  assisted  us  during  the  past  year.

REPORT  OF  MOTH  SUPERINTENDENT 

To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Ipswich : 

I  herewith  submit  my  annual  report  as  Moth  Super- 
intendent. 

Work  the  past  season  has  been  carried  along  on  the 
same  general  lines  as  in  past  years  and  which  have  been 
adopted  and  recommended  by  the  State  Department,  i.  e. 
creosoting  and  spraying. 

The  number  of  egg  clusters  of  the  gypsy  moth  found 
the  past  season  was  the  largest  for  several  seasons.  How- 
ever the  amount  of  striping  last  summer  was  not  as  great 
as  in  1928.  This  season  shows  a  very  satisfactory  de- 
crease in  gypsy  moth  egg  clusters.  Nevertheless  this  pest 
is  still  persistent  and  a  continued  fight  against  it  is  nec- 
essary. The  Browntail  Moth  has  this  present  season 
showed  a  very  alarming  increase.  This  is  somewhat  gen- 
eral all  through  the  town,  but  more  especially  in  the  Line- 
brook  section.  This  is  a  situation  which  should  be  given 
very  careful  attention,  as  this  insect  is  not  only  hard  but 
also  expensive  to  control  especially  if  it  gets  back  into  the 
larger  trees. 

The  Satin  Moth  was  not  as  prevalent  the  past  year 
as  it  has  been  in  some  seasons  past,  but  did  however 
cause  some  defoliation  on  willows  and  poplars  which  are 
its  only  food  plants.  A  heavy  increase  was  noted  last 
summer  in  the  feeding  done  by  the  Elmleaf  Beetle  but 
probably  an  extra  spraying  on  the  Elms  on  the  roadsides 
will  keep  this  insect  in  control. 

While  this  department  anticipates  no  extremely 
large  increase  in  labor  this  year,  it  does  seem  necessary 
to  request  a  slightly  larger  appropriation  this  year.  This 
is  in  view  of  the  fact  that  I  expect  to  do  an  increased 
amount  of  private  work,  the  receipts  from  which  will  be 
returned  to  the  Town  and  also  to  purchase  an  increased 
amount  of  spray  material  as  there  is  no  surplus  left  from 
last  year.

REPORT  OF  TREE  WARDEN 

I  herewith  submit  my  annual  report  as  Tree  Warden. 

The  work  in  this  Department  varies  little  from  year 
to  year.  It  consists  mainly  of  the  removal  of  dead  limbs, 
those  that  are  in  a  dangerous  condition  and  such  as  inter- 
fere with  private  property  as  dwellings,  over  head  wires, 
etc.  Work  was  done  along  the  above  lines  the  past  sea- 
son and  also  some  bolting  and  guying  to  prevent  further 
splitting  where  a  tendency  to  do  the  same  had  become 
apparent.  A  small  quantity  of  brush  cutting  was  done, 
chiefly  on  curves  where  the  vision  was  obstructed.  More 
of  this  work  should  be  done  each  year  as  it  serves  a  three 
fold  purpose,  i.  e.  reducing  such  growths  as  wild  cherry 
which  are  of  no  value  except  as  food  plants  to  insect 
pests,  eliminates  blind  corners  and  curves  and  also  assists 
in  snow  removal  as  well  as  preventing  drifting. 

Several  trees  were  removed  the  past  summer,  one  of 
which  had  been  killed  by  gas  and  the  others  were  either 
in  an  unsafe  condition  or  were  dead  from  natural  causes. 
Several  more  should  be  removed  this  coming  summer. 

The  only  offset  to  tree  removal  is  tree  planting  and 
as  this  department  has  done  practically  no  planting  for 
three  years  I  would  recommend  that  planting  in  a  small 
way  be  part  of  the  yearly  program.  This  could  be  done 
at  a  very  small  outlay  by  the  establishment  of  a  munici- 
pal nursery  on  a  small  piece  of  ground  such  as  a  lot  on 
the  Town  Hill  property. 

I  would  recommend  an  increase  in  the  appropria- 
tion for  the  care  of  the  Town's  Shade  Trees  and  am  in- 
cluding the  same  in  my  budget.

REPORT  OF  PARK  COMMISSIONERS 

The  Board  of  Park  Commissioners  herewith  submit, 
their  annual  report. 

The  work  the  past  year  has  been  along  much  the 
same  lines  as  previous  seasons,  namely,  maintaining 
smooth  lawns  on  the  several  plots  from  Market  Square 
to  and  about  the  First  Church,  called  The  North  Green. 
This  was  also  done  on  the  South  Common  as  well  as  the 
public  landing  at  the  head  of  Elm  Street.  The  continued 
drought  the  past  summer  did  not  help  to  keep  these 
lawns  in  the  best  of  condition,  but  by  some  watering  they 
were  in  a  fairly  presentable  condition  throughout  the 
summer. 

Beds  of  flowering  plants  were  maintained  on  each 
of  the  Commons  and  Tulips  were  again  planted  last 
Fall.  A  slight  change  was  made  in  this  part  of  the  plant- 
ing as  all  of  the  beds  were  planted  to  one  variety  of 
tulip.  Due  to  the  coming  celebration  this  summer  we 
would  recommend  a  little  more  fancy  planting  and  are 
asking  for  increased  funds  to  cover  this  improvement. 

Some  little  filling  was  done  at  the  Giles  Firmin  Gar- 
den the  past  summer  and  two  of  the  old  ditches  redug. 
We  hope  to  gradually  continue  the  filling  and  at  some 
time  in  the  future  complete  the  road  which  nearly  circles 
the  Park  and  have  in  the  center  a  small  pond  which 
would  furnish  a  nice  skating  rink  for  the  small  children 
of  the  neighborhood. 

It  seems  necessary  to  request  an  increased  appropri- 
ation this  year  to  cover  additional  supplies  and  plants.

REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  HEALTH 

The  Public  Statutes  require  that  all  diseases  danger- 
ous to  The  Public  Health  shall  be  reported  to  the  Local 
Board  of  Health.  In  1926  there  were  146  such  cases 
reported;  in  1927,  126,  and  in  1928,  60  cases.  In  1929, 
58  cases,  showing  that  in  the  past  two  years  there  has 
been  a  reduction  of  more  than  50  percent  as  compared 
with  the  preceding  two  years. 

The  question  naturally  arises,  why  is  this  so?  Did 
it  just  happen?  No !  There  are  several  reasons,  the  chief 
one  being  that  more  time  and  more  intensive  work  in 
the  domain  of  what  may  be  called  Preventive  Medicine 
has  been  employed  to  try  and  bring  about  this  result.

1929  was  a  busy  year  for  the  Department.  Stricter 
sanitary  supervision  has  been  carried  on,  and  there  was 
an  unrest  in  the  Public  Mind  because  of  sanitary  condi- 
tions that  led  to  pollution  of  the  clam  flats  in  certain  sec- 
tions, and  as  the  result  of  a  survey  made  by  the  State  De- 
partment of  Health  certain  of  these  flats  were  closed. 
The  town  voted  to  have  a  survey  made  for  a  system  of 
sewerage,  and  an  appropriation  of  $2500  was  voted  for 
said  survey.     The  survey  was  made  but  the  annual  Town 
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Meeting  voted  to  place  it  on  file  for  future  reference. 
The  Engineer's  report  was  never  published. 

The  largest  item  of  expense  for  the  year  was  for  the 
care  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  which  amounted  to 
$2,094.90.  There  are  at  present  in  Sanitoria  6  cases, 
and  the  probability  is  that  the  expense  for  1930  will  be 
greater  than  it  was  for  1929.  The  report  of  the  Direc- 
tor of  the  Divison  of  Child  Hygeine  and  Tuberculosis  will 
deal  with  the  matter  in  more  detail. 

The  Superintendent  of  Schools  in  his  Report  refers 
to  the  matter  of  having  the  school  children  immunized 
against  Diphtheria,  A  most  excellent  suggestion;  and  in 
that  connection  will  state  that  in  1924  the  Board  work- 
ing in  conjunction  with  the  State  Department  of  Health 
started  in  to  do  that  work.  It  is  not  compulsory,  and 
the  consent  of  the  parents  is  necessary  before  the  work 
can  be  done.  Only  about  130  had  the  necessary  tests 
and  the  immunization.  In  1925  and  1926  the  Board 
again  advertised  to  have  the  work  done.  There  were 
about  a  dozen  cases  immunized  in  1925  and  none  in  1926, 
or  in  the  last  three  years.  This  statement  is  made  in 
answer  to  criticisms  of  the  Board  for  its  negligence. 

The  Board  is  ready  at  all  times  to  cooperate  with 
the  State  Department  of  Health  in  matters  of  this  kind 
and  has  always  done  so. 

One  worth-while  piece  of  work  carried  on  by  the 
Department  during  the  years  of  1928  and  1929  was  the 
follow-up  clinic  for  Infantile  Paralysis.  We  were  for- 
tunate in  having  the  facilities  of  the  Cable  Hospital,  and 
the  cooperation  of  its  management  in  this  work,  which 
was  performed  by  representatives  of  the  Harvard  Infan- 
tile Paralysis  Commission.  The  expense  for  the  two  years 
was  $950  for  which  the  Town  of  Ipswich  made  a  special 
appropriation  last  year.  Patients  from  adjacent  towns' 
were  admitted  to  these  clinics.  The  Board  desires  to 
express  its  appreciation  to  the  Cable  Hospital  authorities 
for  the  large  part  the  institution  played  in  the  success  of 
these  clinics.

DIVISION  OF  CHILD  HYGEINE  AND  TUBERCULOSIS 
REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTOR 

This  Division,  started  in  1916,  has  carried  on  for  14 
years.    The  division  nurse  carries  on  her  follow-up  work 
among  more  than  300  children,  and  a  large  number  of 
expectant  mothers,  and  in  addition  to  that,  in  the  neigh- 
borhood of  40  cases  of  Tuberculosis  annually. 

There  are  at  present  6  cases  in  Sanitoria.  There 
were  10  new  cases  reported  in  1929,  and  there  are  now 
46  open  cases  under  the  supervision  of  the  Department 
Nurse.  Included  in  that  list  are  13  cases  of  children  ex- 
amined by  the  State  department  of  Health,  and  mostly 
classified  as  suspects.  The  State  is  carrying  on  a  ten 
year  plan  of  annual  examinations.  It  will  be  interesting 
to  see  what  ten  years  of  supervision  and  advice  will  do 
for  these  children. 

There  were  no  deaths  among  children  between  the 
ages  of  5  and  20,  in  1929.  That  covers  the  school  age 
period.  On  the  whole  there  has  been  a  perceptable  im- 
provement in  the  health  of  the  school  children  during  the 
past  five  years.

REPORT  OF  SANITARY  INSPECTOR 

To  the  Board  of  Health, 
Ipswich,  Mass., 

Gentlemen : 

I  beg  to  submit  the  following  report  of  the  Sanitary 
Inspector  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1929: 

During  the  past  year  we  have  been  very  fortunate 
in  regard  to  committing  quarantine  cases  to  the  Conta- 
gious Hospital  at  Salem.  In  fact  we  have  not  been 
obliged  to  send  a  single  case  thereby  saving  a  large  ex- 
penditure over  past  years. 

On  the  other  hand  Tuberculosis  cases  have  in- 
creased very  much  over  last  year.  Although  the  usual 
preventative  measures  are  being  carried  out  in  the 
schools  there  seems  to  be  a  large  increase  in  the  number 
of  these  cases.  The  Health  Dpartment  has  to  care  for 
these  cases  and  consequently  this  means  an  additional 
expense.

REPORT  OF  THE  CLAM  COMMISSION 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen, 

Gentlemen : 

The  following  is  the  report  of  the  Clam  Commission- 
ers for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1929: 

We  find  that  the  clamming  at  the  present  time  is 
very  poor  this  condition  having  been  brought  about  by 
the  closing  of  the  whole  of  the  Ipswich  River  by  the 
State  Board  of  Health.  This  is  a  great  disadvantage  to 
the  clammers  as  this  river  was  the  clam  supply  through 
the  winter  months. 

By  a  vote  of  the  town  meeting  we  were  given  an  ap- 
propriation of  $1000  for  seeding  and  protection  of  the 
clam  flats  and  an  additional  sum  of  $200  for  the  purpose 
of  testing  the  clams  in  the  Ipswich  River. 

On  June  15th  we  took  8V2  barrels  of  seed  clams 
from  Crane's  Beach  in  Essex  River  and  put  them  in  Fox 
Creek,  both  southern  and  western  branches.  This  seed 
was  from  !4  to  %  inch  in  length. 

On  June  18th  we  took  8  barrels  of  seed  clams  from 
Crane's  Beach,  Essex  River,  and  put  them  in  Stacy's 
Creek  to  Rogers  Island  River.  This  seed  being  J4  to  % 
inches  in  length.  This  is  the  most  seed  that  has  ever 
been  put  in  the  flats  in  any  one  year. 

We  And  that  the  clams  seeded  in  above  Eagle  Hill 
last  are  large  clams  and  haven't  shown  any  signs  of  seed- 
ing in  from  them  naturally.  It  will  be  early  in  the  spring 
before  we  can  tell  just  how  the  seed  has  taken  that  we 
have  put  in  as  it  was  very  small  and  wouldn't  be  very 
large  just  at  present.  We  recommend  that  the  same  thing 
be  done  next  year. 

We  have  had  very  little  trouble  with  clammers  dig- 
ging on  areas  closed  by  the  Selectmen. 

During  the  year  there  have  been  119  permits  issued 
which  means  that  the  town  has  received  $595  from  the 
clammers  for  permits. 
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We  used  some  of  the  money  to  have  tests  taken 
from  the  Ipswich  River  to  the  amount  of  $142.15  plus 
the  $200  appropriated  for  this  purpose. 

We  wish  to  thank  the  Selectmen  and  other  town  of- 
ficers for  their  co-operation  with  us  during  the  year.

PUBLIC  WELFARE  REPORT 

To  the  Citizens  of  Ipswich : 

The  work  and  expense  of  the  Public  Welfare  De- 
partment during  the  past  year  has  come  largely  from 
three  classes,  viz :  The  desertion  cases,  the  widows  and 
orphans,  and  the  out-of-works.  The  proportionate 
amount  of  expense  in  each  case  has  been  in  the  order  of 
their  mention. 

The  cases  of  desertion,  with  the  large  expense  en- 
tailed, are  particularly  vexatious.  There  must  be  some- 
thing lacking  in  our  law  or  its  administration,  when  a 
married  man  can  fill  his  wife's  arms  with  children,  then 
desert  and  hide  himself  away  in  some  part  of  this  Coun- 
try or  Canada,  leaving  the  wife  to  manage  the  household 
and  the  town  to  pay  the  bills.  It  costs  a  pretty  penny  to 
find  the  deserter  and  bring  him  back.  True,  he  can  be 
jailed  if  he  won't  support  his  family;  but  he  can  gain  his 
freedom  by  promising  to  do  so,  and  afterwards  run  again 
to  remoter  regions.  The  legislature  should  put  more 
teeth  m  the  desertion  law,  or  else  sharpen  those  already 
there. 

The  unemployment  problem  as  yet  remains  unsolved. 
There  is  very  little  opportunity  for  our  former  mill  oper- 
atives to  drift  away  into  other  industrial  centers  in  New 
England,  because  the  wheels  of  industry  are  turning  but 
slowly  everywhere  else.  Unless  the  local  mill  opens  its 
doors  to  the  unemployed,  the  prospects  are  that  we  shall 
wrestle  with  the  unemployment  problem  for  a  considera- 
ble length  of  time.  The  textile  industry,  like  migratory 
birds,  has  flown  South ;  and  the  shoe  business,  taking 
Greely's  advice  to  the  young  man,  has  gone  West.  The 
South  and  West  gain  what  New  England  loses,  keeping 
the  balance  in  the  Country  as  a  whole,  but  not  helping 
us  to  any  extent. 

There  are  several  things,  however,  that  have  helped 
us,  and  for  these  we  are  thankful.  In  this  connection, 
the  work  of  the  S.  P.  C.  C.  through  its  agents,  Miss  Du- 
laney  of  Beverly  and  Miss  Pettingell  of  Amesbury,  to- 
gether with  its  local    representative,    Mrs.    Vera    Ross, 
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should  have  honorable  mention.  Their  friendly  visits 
and  helpful  counsel  to  needy  families,  and  their  gener- 
ous distribution  of  food  and  clothing  of  which  the  town 
has  known  but  little,  has  helped  to  reduce  expenses  in 
numerous  instances.  This  winter,  contributions  of  sec- 
ond-hand clothing  in  remarkably  good  condition  from 
kind-hearted  citizens,  in  response  to  Chairman  Poole's 
urgent  request  in  the  Salem  News,  have  been  greatly  ap- 
preciated. Work  in  the  Welfare  Wood  Yard  has  helped 
not  a  little  to  compensate  the  town  for  aid  extended  to 
the  needy.  The  special  work  on  the  highways  under  the 
direction  of  Superintendent  Wood  ordered  by  the  Se- 
lectmen has  been  a  contributing  factor  to  the  lessening  of 
expenses  in  this  department. 

As  a  departure  from  the  usual  course,  the  Board  has 
requested  a  report  from  the  Agent  and  another  from  the 
Superintendent  of  the  Infirmary.  Their  reports  now  fol- 
low. 


AGENT'S  REPORT 

Board  of  Public  Welfare, 

Gentlemen : 

In  the  performance  of  my  duties  as  Agent,  having 
entered  upon  the  same  in  May,  1929,  I  have  carefully 
reviewed  the  list  of  regular  dependents  with  the  purpose 
to  recommend  whatever  adjustments  might  appear  to 
be  necessary  in  order  to  properly  care  for  the  town's 
wards  and  to  safeguard  the  public  treasury. 

Your  department  of  the  town  government  is  particu- 
larly subject  to  mutation.  Changes  in  conditions  are 
constantly  taking  place,  old  problems  being  solved  and 
new  ones  arising  to  claim  attention.  The  only  circum- 
stance that  appears  to  remain  stationary  is  embodied  in 
the  words  of  that  Great  Friend  of  the  unfortunate  who 
said,  "The  poor  ye  have  with  you  always." 

In  my  review  of  the  list  of  regular  dependents,  I 
have  found  none  receiving  aid  who  did  not  appear  to  be 
entitled  to  the  same,  and  none  who  in  my  judgment  were 
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receiving  too  much.  However,  changing  conditions  re- 
quired, in  a  number  of  instances,  change  of  method  on 
the  part  of  the  Board.  The  recommendations  which 
were  made  were  adopted  and  are  proving  of  value.  No 
two  cases  are  exactly  alike.  Each  has  its  individual  as- 
pect and  must  be  given  individual  attention.  Methods 
of  administration  must  be  varied  to  suit  the  differing 
needs.  For  instance :  In  one  case,  all  cash  may  be  safe- 
ly given.  In  another,  it  must  be  all  orders  for  supplies. 
In  still  another,  part  cash  and  part  in  orders  will  answer. 
Among  the  cases  of  regular  dependents,  I  found 
seven  women  with  a  total  of  twenty-four  small  children 
who  had  been  deserted  by  the  husband  and  father.  Com- 
plaint in  each  instance  had  been  made  to  the  Court,  but 
neither  the  Police  nor  your  Board  had  been  able  to  lo- 
cate the  deserters.  I  found  nine  widows  with  a  total  of 
sixteen  small  children.  In  addition,  there  was  one  woman 
with  seven  children,  husband  in  Danvers  Asylum ;  one 
with  five  children,  husband  in  Middleton  Sanatorium ; 
one  with  four  children,  husband  in  Tewksbury,  incurable ; 
one  with  four  children,  husband  in  Cable  Hospital  and 
going  to  Massachusetts  General  for  two  major  opera- 
tions. Added- to  these  were  a  number  of  miscellaneous! 
cases  including  three  illegitimate  children,  one  wholly 
and  two  partially  supported  by  the  town.  During  the 
summer  and  fall  there  was  not  an  able-bodied  man  on 
the  list,  thanks  largely  to  the  North  Shore  Gas  Company  s 
which  gave  work  during  that  period  to  considerable  num- 
bers, some  of  whom  most  likely  would  otherwise  have 
appealed  for  aid. 

When  the  winter  set  in,  men  with  families  began 
to  make  application.  At  time  of  writing,  no  less  than 
ten  men,  heads  of  families  totaling  thirty-eight  children, 
have  appealed  for  assistance.  Whatever  aid  has  been 
extended  to  these,  has  been  partly  compensated  for  by 
work  in  cutting  trees  or  sawing  wood.  If  an  applicant 
was  unwilling  to  cut  wood  for  distribution  among  those 
poor  like  himself,  he  was  denied  aid.  Only  two  men 
have  spurned  the  axe  or  saw,  but  that  was  two  too  many, 

The  poor  residing  in  other  cities  and  towns  but  hav- 
ing a  settlement  in  Ipswich  and  thus  legally  claiming 
Ipswich  support  include  one  in  Boston,  one  in  Haverhill, 
two  in  Rowley,  three  in  Lynn,  and  four  in  Salem. 
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May  I  call  the  attention  of  the  Board  to  the  fact 
that  certain  of  our  townspeople  labor  under  the  impres- 
sion that  the  Cable  Hospital  is  a  free  institution  and  that 
they  consider  it  as  such  whenever  they  need  its  services. 
The  impression  is  wholly  incorrect.  Treatment  at  the 
Hospital  is  not  free.  It  must  be  paid  for.  If  the  patient 
does  not  pay,  the  town  or  city  in  which  he  has  a  legal 
settlement  does  so.  If  he  has  no  settlement  then  the  Com- 
monwealth pays.  The  Hospital  must  have  its  money  in 
each  and  every  case.    It  cannot  carry  on  otherwise. 

Now,  if  an  Ipswich  citizen  is  treated  at  the  Hospital 
and  for  any  reason  does  not  pay  the  bill,  the  Superin- 
tendent notifies  the  Public  Welfare,  whereupon  the 
Board  orders  the  bill  paid  out  of  the  annual  appropria- 
tion of  $1,500.  The  patient  is  then  listed  among  the 
town  charges  exactly  as  if  he  had  been  granted  an  order 
for  food,  clothing,  fuel,  or  rent.  He  is  in  the  town's  debt 
and  must  remain  there  until  he  reimburses  the  town 
treasury.  Certainly  no  citizen  with  self-respect  will  suf- 
fer himself  to  be  listed  among  the  town  charges  if  it  is 
within  his  power  to  prevent.  He  will  go  the  limit  in  the 
endeavor  to  pay  the  bill  and  preserve  his  pride. 

Under  the  Statute,  it  is  the  duty  of  the  town  to  pro- 
vide for  the  poor  and  indigent,  and  the  town  is  not  un- 
willing to  perform  this  duty;  but  it  is  certain  that  the 
tax-payers  are  not  willing  to  provide  for  those  who  are 
not  really  destitute,  those  who  are  able  in  some  way  to 
provide  for  themselves.     Now,  a  person  who  lacks  cash 
may  have  other  resources,  such  as  credit,  property,  rela- 
tives, friends,  etc.,  to  which  or  to  whom  he  may  look 
for  assistance  in  time  of  need.     Therefore,  a  citizen  find- 
ing it  necesasry  to  go  to  the  Hospital  for  treatment,  should 
consider  as  to  how  he  is  to. pay  his  bill,  should  carefully 
look  to  his  own  resources  first,  and  to  the  town  only  when 
all  else  has  failed.    And  this  applies  with  equal  force  to' 
those  who  have  medical  attention  at  their  own  homes. 
Unless  it  be  a  case  of  emergency,  no  person  who  pleads 
poverty  should  be  taken  under  the  doctor's  care  or  ad- 
mitted to  the  Hospital  until  the  Board  of  Public  Wel- 
fare has  been  notified  and  given  time  to  investigate.  The 
Board  represents  the  town  and  is  the  proper  authority 
to  determine  as  to  the  patient's  ability  to  pay. 

Deliberate  fraud  has  been  sometimes  attempted  in 
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the  matter  of  medical  attention  and  Hospital  treatment. 
Here  is  a  case  in  point:  A  man  having  an  Ipswich  set- 
tlement but  actually  residing  and  holding  property  in 
another  town,  goes  to  Salem  Hospital  for  treatment.  A 
large  bill  is  presented  to  Ipswich  to  pay.  Investigation 
shows  that  the  man  is  assessed  for  $7,500  in  real  estate 
and  $1,400  in  personal  property.  The  Board  of  Public 
Welfare  acknowledges  settlement,  but  denies  responsi- 
bility and  does  not  pay.  Another  case,  but  differing 
somewhat:  A  boy  having  an  Ipswich  settlement  is  ad- 
mitted to  a  Boston  Hospital  for  an  operation.  Notice  is 
sent  to  Ipswich,  but  Public  Welfare  refuses  to  pay  be- 
cause it  is  found  that  both  the  boy  and  his  mother  have 
deposits  in  the  Savings  Bank.  It  sometimes  happens  that 
a  prospective  mother  will  make  no  provision  for  her  care 
in  confinement,  nor  interest  herself  as  to  the  payment  of 
the  Hospital  or  Doctor's  bill.  The  doctor,  even,  may  not 
be  called  until  delivery  is  close  at  hand.  Although 
Public  Welfare  knows  nothing  about  the  case  until  after 
the  child  is  born,  the  Board  is  advised  that  the  town  is 
obliged  by  law  to  pay  the  bill.  This  is  ill-treatment  for 
which  the  town  has  need  of  patience  and  forbearance. 

I  would  recommend  that  this  year  the  annual  ap- 
propriation of  $1,500  for  the  Hospital  be  turned  over  to 
the  Public  Welfare  Department,  to  be  used  only  for  char- 
ity hospital  cases  having  an  Ipswich  settlement,  payment 
of  such  cases  to  be  made  monthly.  The  Hospital  should 
not  be  expected,  as  in  the  past,  to  render  service,  say,  in 
January  or  at  any  time  in  the  early  part  of  the  year,  and 
be  compelled  to  wait  until  the  following  December  for 
payment.  It  needs  the  money  to  work  with,  and  should 
have  it  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  service  has  been 
rendered. 

Another  recommendation  is,  that  the  Hospital  be 
paid  monthly  whenever  possible  for  services  rendered  to 
chairty  patients  for  which  the  Commonwealth  or  other 
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cities  or  towns  are  responsible,  payment  to  be  made  from 
the  regular  appropriation  for  the  Out  Poor  Department 
and  reimbursement  to  be  made  to  the  treasury  by  the 
Commonwealth  or  such  cities  or  towns.  This  and  the 
foregoing  recommendation,  if  adopted,  will  be  the  means 
of  contributing  to  the  working  capital  of  the  Hospital  at 
a  time  when  funds  are  most  needed

SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 
The  Public  Welfare  Department, 
Gentlemen : 

It  may  be  well  to  divide  my  report  into  two  parts, 
first  the  Infirmary  and  second  the  Farm. 

I  believe  it  can  be  truthfully  said  that  the  house, 
both  inside  and  out,  is  in  a  better  state  of  repair  than 
it  has  been  for  a  long  term  of  years.  The  granite  under- 
pinning has  been  newly  pointed  up ;  all  the  windows 
puttied,  sashes  drawn,  cases  painted,  and  thirty  new 
sashes  put  in;  roof  repaired  and  made  water-tight;  and 
new  steps  and  platform,  substantial  in  character,  added 
to  the  front  of  the  house.  Inside,  new  floors  in  the  corri- 
dors have  been  laid  and  worn  treads  on  the  men's  stair- 
way have  been  replaced.  Ceilings  and  walls  have  been 
thoroughly  cleansed,  whitened  and  painted,  the  whole 
interior  presenting  an  appearance  that  elicits  enthusias- 
tic commendation  from  all  who  visit  the  place. 

In  speaking  of  visitors,  permit  me  to  say  that  they 
are  quite  numerous  at  all  seasons,  coming  not  only  from 
Ipswich  but  from  neighboring  cities  and  towns,  one  party 
of  former  residents  motoring  from  New  York  City  and 
spending  the  entire  day  with  us.  Rev.  and  Mrs.  Nuzum, 
generally  bringing  others  with  them,  have  made  a  num- 
ber of  pleasant  visits  during  the  year.     The  members  of 
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the  Woman's  Relief  Corps  spent  a  day  at  the  Infirmary; 
and  on  December  23,  Rev.  Carroll  Perry,  with  about 
twenty .  of  his  younger  parishioners,  called  upon  us  in 
the  evening,  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare  completing  the 
party.  Visitors,  inmates,  and  the  Superintendent's  family 
gathered  in  the  parlor  and,  surrounding  the  Christmas 
tree,  tastefully  trimmed  and  laden  with  gifts  for  the 
entire  household,  sang  carols  and  listened  to  happy  re- 
marks by  the  genial  Rector.  The  visitors  did  not  come 
empty-handed,  for  they  brought  gifts  galore  including 
fruit,  candy,  nuts,  books,  smokes,  and  ever  so  many  good 
things,  until  the  last  vestige  of  unbelief  in  Santa  Claus 
was  swept  from  all  minds.  It  was  a  happy  occasion,  one 
that  will  live  long  in  the  memories  of  all  present.  On 
Christmas  Day,  and  on  Thanksgiving  Day  as  well,  the 
inmates  were  treated  to  a  real  homestyle  turkey  dinner, 
the  turkeys  having  been  raised  on  the  Farm. 

The  total  registration  was  thirteen,  of  whom  two 
have  passed  over  the  Border.  There  has  been  much  sick- 
ness in  the  Home,  the  ailments  being  of  such  a  nature 
as  to  necessitate  a  great  deal  of  attendance  on  the  part 
of  the  Superintendent  as  well  as  the  Matron.  This  is  not 
said,  however,  in  a  spirit  of  complaint,  but  merely  to  show 
that  the  outside  work  has  been  somewhat  seriously  inter- 
fered with  through  this  cause. 

May  I  not  again  suggest  that  it  would  be  wisdom  on 
the  part  of  the  town  to  put  the  electric  lighting  system 
in  the  house  and  barn?  Convenience  and  safety  would 
seem  to  necessitate  this  improvement. 

Last  year,  as  all  farmers  know  to  their  sorrow,  was 
not  an  average  farming  year.  The  season  was  so  dry 
and  hard  that  the  land  did  not  produce  anything  like  the 
usual  crops.  It  was  even  necessary  during  the  continued 
drought  to  carry  water  from  the  well  to  the  famishing 
stock  in  the  pasture. 

At  the  begining  of  the  year,  we  had  eleven  cows  of 
uncertain  age  and  usefulness,  and  as  a  consequence  milk 
receipts  were  anything  but  large.  We  have  now  a  herd 
of  seventeen  heifers  of  our  own  raising,  of  which  four  are 
milking  at  this  time,  and  the  entire  herd  will  come  in  by 
April.  This  will  cause  a  great  appreciation  in  income. 
It  is  my  intention  to  raise  the  bulk  of  the  stock-feed  on 
the  farm,  and  this  will  materially  reduce  the  grain  bill. 
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Perhaps  I  have  said  enough  to  indicate  to  you  what 
my  plans  are  for  the  coming  year,  providing  my  services 
at  the  Farm  are  sufficiently  satisfactory  to  warrant  my 
retention.  For  all  favors  and  considerations  from  the 
board  and  other  individuals  and  organizations  I  am  sin- 
cerely thankful.

Continuing  with  the  report  of  the  Board,  it  is  but 
fair  to  say  that  the  work  done  by  Mrs.  Hart  is  of  such 
quantity  and  quality  as  to  merit  commendation.  She  has 
no  other  woman  to  assist  her  in  the  household  duties  or 
to  lend  a  hand  in  time  of  need ;  yet  the  inmates  are  well 
cared  for,  the  home  managed  with  skill  and  kept  in  per- 
fect order. 

The  cost  of  the  Farm  last  year  was  somewhat  above 
the  average  of  the  State.  This  year  there  is  no  doubt 
that  it  will  be  considerably  less  than  the  average.  A  uni- 
form policy  followed  for  a  term  of  years  at  the  farm  will 
make  for  strength  and  economy.  In  considering  the  av- 
erage cost  per  inmate,  this  fact  should  be  taken  into  con- 
sideration, that  a  larger  number  of  inmates  will  always 
show  a  decreased  average  in  expense,  because  many  large 
items,  such  as  wages,  repairs,  heat,  insurance,  etc.,  cost  no 
more  for  twelve  inmates  than  for  eight. 

The  expense  of  the  Out  Poor  Department  was  larger 
than  usual  last  year,  but  this  is  true  of  all  surrounding 
cities  and  towns,  especially  of  industrial  centers.  No  fault 
can  rightfully  be  laid  at  the  door  of  the  Board.  Public 
money  has  not  been  wasted,  no  person  has  been  given  aid 
who  was  not  entitled  to  it,  none  has  been  given  too  much, 
but  sveral  in  our  opinion  have  received  too  little.  We 
cannot  publish  the  names  of  the  poor,  but  our  accounts 
are  open  to  any  inquiring  citizen  and  we  invite  inspec- 
tion. No  man  who  is  able  but  unwilling  to  work  is  living 
on  the  town.  The  town's  dependents  are  almost  wholly 
women  with  large  families  of  children,  needy  because 
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of  widowhood, or  desertion  by  the  husband,  together  with 
invalids,  incapable  of  self-support.  The  wood  yard  and 
the  highways  are  now  furnishing  work  to  those  able  to 
perform  manual  labor.  Nearly  $4,000  of  last  year's  ex- 
pense will  come  back  to  the  treasury  as  reimbursement 
for  aid  rendered  to  the  poor  of  other  cities  and  towns 
and  from  the  Commonwealth.

We  would  recommend  the  amount  for  Hydrant  Ser- 
vice be  raised  and  appropriated  from  the  tax  levy,  the 
balance  to  be  used  from  the  receipts  of  the  Department. 

The  shortage  of  water  in  nearly  every  community 
in  Essex  County  during  the  past  summer  is  well  known 
by  everybody.  Ipswich  however  had  an  abundant  sup- 
ply at  all  times  due  to  the  fact  that  your  Commission  de- 
veloped a  new  Basin  in  Bull  Brook  valley  two  years  ago. 
There  was  some  criticism  at  the  time  but  the  past  sum- 
mer was  proof  enough  that  this  basin  was  installed  at 
the  proper  time.  The  earnings  of  the  Water  Department 
are  caring  for  the  payments  of  this  new  basin  and  there 
is  a  sufficient  balance  to  purchase  an  auxiliary  water 
pump  and  we  recommend  that  this  balance  be  transferred 
for  this  purpose. 
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ELECTRIC  LIGHT  COMMISSIONERS'  REPORT 

We  have  continued  the  work  of  rebuilding  our  street 
lighting  system  from  the  old  type  to  the  new  series  type. 
When  this  is  completed  the  streets  will  be  better  lighted 
without  any  great  increase  in  power.  The  Mangers  re- 
port will  explain  the  method  of  fixing  the  amount  to  be 
paid  from  taxation  for  the  street  lighting. 

Condition  of  Power  Plant 

The  Deisel  Oil  Engines  installed  in  1927  have  proven 
very  economical  in  operation.  When  installed  they  were 
of  sufficient  capacity  to  care  for  our  needs,  but  it  appears 
that  we  have  not  reached  the  point  of  saturation  as  the  en- 
closed chart  will  show  that  our  K.  W.  output  from  the 
station  has  increased  10%  or  better  over  each  previous 
year.  Our  preesnt  plant  capacity  is  400  K.  W.  and  at 
times  in  December  our  load  was  500  K.  W.  Of  this  100 
K.  W.  had  to  be  purchased  at  times  from  the  Newbury- 
port  Gas  and  Electric  Company.  During  the  last  year 
we  connected  to  the  Town  Electric  system  one  of  the 
large  private  estates  and  we  have  signed  an  extension 
contract  with  another  large  estate  which  will  be  connect- 
ed before  spring.  With  ^hese  loads  added  to  our  normal 
increase  which  we  can  be  sure  of  from  previous  experi- 
ence, we  believe  that  our  plant  capacity  should  be  in- 
creased. It  is  found  by  the  following  scale  that  in- 
creased output  of  current,  with  increased  manufacturing 
efficiency  automatically  means  lower  rates.

With  the  rate  changed  from  10  cents  to  8  cents  on 
January  1st  and  with  the  household  power  rate  lower 
than  the  average  we  feel  that  this  is  a  credible  showing 
and  justifies  the  expenditure  of  money  to  further  increase 
our  plant  capacity.  If  considered  good  business  by  pri- 
vate companies  it  certainly  is  good  business  for  the  Town 
of  Ipswich  and  we  recommend  that  the  plant  be  enlarged 
and  we  be  authorized  to  expend  any  available  funds  and 
the  necessary  balance  to  be  raised  by  a  note  issue,  same 
to  be  paid  from  the  earnings  of  the  Department.

COMMITTEE'S  REPORT 


To  the  Citizens  of  Ipswich : 

.We  herewith  submit  to  you  a  report  for  the  year 
1929. 

Our  activities  have  been  along  the  same  lines  as  in 
the  last  few  years.  We  have  as  usual  followed  strict 
business  principles  but  in  spite  of  this  fact  closed  the 
year  with  a  small  deficit.  This  was  due  in  part  to  the 
attendance  of  pupils  at  the  State  Trade  School  at  Lynn. 
This  school  is  under  state  supervision  and  one  half  of  each 
pupil's  tuition  must  be  paid  by  the  town  from  which 
the  pupil  attends.  We  have  no  means  of  forcasting  the 
number  who  will  go  from  Ipswich.  Last  year  we  asked 
for  $1100  and  were  obliged  to  pay  $1541.08  out  of  our 
appropriation. 

The  accompanying  table  will  show  that  the  cost  per 
pupil  has  been  far  below  the  average.  Ipswich  paid 
during  the  year  1928  the  sum  of  $51.42  to  educate  each 
pupil  in  our  schools  while  the  average  for  the  state  was 
$96.81.  We  have  worked  with  the  superintendent  to 
keep  down  the  ever  increasing  expense  of  running  the 
schools.  There  are  only  a  few  items  upon  which  we  may 
economize.  Our  teachers  are  underpaid  in  comparison  to 
salaries  paid  by  towns  the  size  of  Ipswich.     Our  text- 
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books  must  constantly  be  replaced.     Histories  and  geog- 
raphies must  be  brought  up  to  date. 

Transportation  of  pupils  to  and  from  their  homes  in 
the  outlying  districts  has  become  a  serious  problem. 
Some  one  has  suggested  that  the  town  purchase  a  bus 
and  hire  a  driver  but  this  would  be  practically  impossible 
as  the  routes  are  so  far  apart  that  more  than  one  bus 
would  be  necessary  in  order  to  bring  the  pupils  to  the 
schools  in  time  for  the  start.  We  hope  however  to  re- 
duce or  at  least  prevent  an  increase  this  year  by  carrying 
out  a  recommendation  of  the  superintendent,  viz:  that 
we  start  the  high  school  session  at  8.30  A.  M.  instead  of 
8.00  o'clock  and  the  grades  at  8.30  A.  M.  instead  of  8.45 
A.  M.  This  plan  would  necessitate  only  one  trip  in  the 
morning  instead  of  two  as  at  present.  Both  high  school 
and  grade  pupils  would  be  brought  in  at  the  same  time. 

The  question  of  a  new  high  school  is  once  more  before 
the  town.  Your  committee  at  one  of  their  meetings  went 
on  record  unanimously,  in  favor  of  a  new  high  school. 
The  present  building  which  was  erected  fifty  years  ago 
now  falls  far  short  of  the  requirements  of  a  modern  high 
school  and  as  was  explained  in  our  last  report,  handicaps 
a  pupil  wishing  to  enter  college.  Of  course  this  refers 
to  the  larger  number  of  pupils.  A  certain  percentage 
would  excel  in  rank  and  standing  if  there  was  no  school. 
The  number  of  pupils  has  not  diminished  appreciably, 
there  being  about  the  same  number  in  spite  of  the  fact 
that  many  families  have  moved  away  from  Ipswich.  Per- 
haps the  time  may  not  be  opportune  but  it  is  only  putting 
off  the  inevitable  to  postpone  action. 

The  committee  lost  a  valuable  member  owing  to  the 
resignation  of  Mr.  Cameron  who  left  town  permanently. 
The  time  being  nearly  up  when  Mr.  Cameron  resigned, 
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the  committee  did  not  deem  it  neccessay  to  fill  his  place 
before  the  annual  meeting. 

During  the  year  the  committee  has  held  special 
meetings  at  the  request  of  various  groups  of  citizens  and 
much  good  has  been  accomplished.  We  feel  that  any- 
one who  has  a  grievance  with  regard  to  the  general  con- 
duct of  any  of  the  school  organization,  should  come  be- 
fore the  committee  and  settle  the  question.  We  will 
gladly  give  a  hearing  at  anytime  and  as  we  have  said  in 
the  past  will  welcome  any  just  criticism  of  our  actions.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S     REPORT 


To  the  School  Committee  of  Ipswich,  Massachusetts, 
Gentlemen : 

In  compliance  with  the  laws  of  the  state  twenty- 
eighth  annual  report  coming  from  the  office  of  the  Sup- 
erintendent of  Schools  is  herewith  submitted  for  your 
consideration. 

As  in  former  years,  the  records  of  the  different 
schools  will  be  presented  by  their  respective  principals. 
I  have  requested  that  these  be  as  concise  as  possible,  but 
still  complete  enough  to  give  a  full  and  impartial  survey 
of  the  work  accomplished  and  to  suggest  such  measures 
whereby  further  improvement  and  progress  may  be  se- 
cured. As  these  will  deal  with  individual  needs,  rather 
than  with  a  general  summary  to  be  found  in  my  own 
report,  may  I  ask  that  full  and  serious  consideration  be 
given  to  their  recommendations.  These  are  the  founda- 
tions upon  which  all  future  development  and  progress  are 
to  be  built,  and  should  be  met,  in  a  reasonable  degree, 
with  a  spirit  of  broad  and  generous  sympathy  and  coop- 
eration. 

Buildings  and  Grounds 

My  report  under  this  heading  for  last  year  will,  with 
sundry  additions  and  extensions,  suffice  for  this  year 
also.     Were  it  not  for  a  few  alterations  and  improve- 
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ments  made  at  the  suggestion  of  the  Board  of  Health 
and  the  State  Police,  a  verbatim  report  of  last  year  would 
answer  for  the  present  occasion. 

Of  course,  the  wear  and  tear  of  another  year  has 
left  its  imprint  upon  both  buildings  and  grounds  and 
calls  for  an  increased  outlay  of  both  money  and  material. 

Following  out  the  same  order  made  use  of  last  year, 
we  shall  call  attention  first  to  the  Manning  and  Winthrop 
group. 

The  roof  of  the  Manning  Building  is  in  such  condition 
that  opinion  is  properly  divided  as  to  the  better  course 
to  be  taken  in  its  renovation.  Leaks  have  become  so 
numerous  and  destructive,  previous  attemps  at  repairs 
have  so  signally  failed,  weathering  and  decay  are  so  no- 
ticeable over  ever-extending  areas,  that  some  wholesale 
plan  of  renovation  would  seem  to  be  the  more  economical 
and  wiser  course  to  pursue.  No  doubt  this  plan  would 
yield  the  more  lasting  satisfaction  in  the  end.  Over 
against  this  is  the  additional  cost  of  such  an  undertaking. 
But  here  is  a  real  need  where  delay  increases  the  cost. 
This  should  be  carefully  considered  before  reaching  a 
definite  conclusion.  But  whatever  the  decision,  something 
should  be  done  at  once  to  check  further  damage  to  the 
building  itself  and  to  reduce  the  possibility  of  injury  to 
pupils  occupying  the  upper  hall. 

There  are  other  repair  items  to  be  considered  but 
the  roof  is  the  larger  and  more  serious  problem.  Most 
of  the  repairs  made  in  this  building  during  the  year  have 
been  of  a  minor  type — resetting  broken  glass  and  re- 
placing the  old  cotton  window  cord  with  steel  chain. 

The  boys'  toilet  has  been  made  more  sanitary  and 
serviceable.  Five  additional  urinals  have  been  installed. 
These  repairs  were  made  at  the  suggestion  of  the  State 
authorities. 

_  The  repairs  at  the  Winthrop  School  have  been  along 
similar  lines  and  these  also  on  the  recommendation  of  the 
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agent  of  the  Board  of  Health.  Sanitary  conditions  have 
been  much  improved  in  all  School  buildings.  They  are  still 
far  from  perfect  and  much  room  is  left  for  constructive 
improvement.  The  most  serious  trouble  here  has  to  do 
with  the  grounds.  These  are  limited  in  extent  and  are 
constantly  occupied  to  capacity.  The  grounds  for  a 
large  part  of  the  year  are  totally  unfit  for  outdoor  ac- 
tivities and  many  a  day  is  lost  in  school  by  reason  of  this 
condition.  A  hundred  or  more  loads  of  good  gravel 
would  greatly  improve  the  appearance  of  the  yard  and 
give  larger  accommodations  and  comfort  to  the  children. 

New  steps  at  the  east  entrance  and  a  covered  pas- 
sageway to  the  manual  training  room  should  have  your 
attention. 

At  the  Burley  School  four  storm  porches  have  been 
built  and  storm  windows  have  been  fitted  to  the  base- 
ment windows  on  the  north  side  of  the  building.  These 
have  added  materially  to  the  comfort  of  the  pupils  with 
some  saving  of  fuel. 

The  old  building  in  the  rear  of  the  Payne  School  has 
been  removed.  A  little  more  work  is  needed  in  leveling 
the  old  foundations.  A  few  loads  of  gravel  are  needed 
about  the   front  steps.      With  these  improvements  the 

area  of  the  playground  will  be  enlarged  and  the  children 
given  a  fuller  opportunity  for  healthful  play  and  enjoy- 
ment. 

Last  year  the  Town  appropriated  $600.00  toward 
the  grading  of  the  entrance  to  the  Shatswell  School.  In 
addition  to  this  the  School  Grounds  Improvement  Associ- 
ation has  expended  $240.00  in  repairing  the  old  wall  im- 
mediately about  the  entrance  and  in  erecting  four  stone 
posts  with  their  rail  connections.  These  completely  close 
the  entrance  except  when  in  use  and  prevent  many  acts 
of  vandalism  or  what  was  worse.  Neighbors  are  not  an- 
noyed as  formerly  and  the  appearance  of  the  grounds 
has  been  greatly  improved. 
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Through  the  generous  assistance  of  Mrs.  Walter  Hay- 
ward  and  Miss  Bates,  evergreen  shrubs  have  been  plant- 
ed about  the  front  of  the  building,  and  a  half-dozen 
Mugho  pines  have  been  set  in  the  grass-panel  between 
the  driveways.  When  a  good  grass  sod  is  thoroughly 
established,  and  the  borders  of  the  roads  are  finally  locat- 
ed and  sown  to  grass,  the  whole  appearance  of  this  en- 
trance will  be  somewhat  in  keeping  with  that  of  a  modern 
school  building. 

I  would  recommend  that  the  Town  be  asked  for  an 
equal  appropriation  this  year  that  the  work  of  grading 
may  be  completed  as  soon  as  possible. 

This  is  the  year  of  our  celebrations,  and  the  present 
unfin  ished  and  unsightly  condition  of  this  project,  would 
not  leave  a  favorable  impression  upon  the  mind  of  a  visi- 
tor even  if  he  were  a  native  son. 

The  Linebrook  School  will  need  new  blackboards 
and  a  few  loads  of  gravel  about  the  doorsteps. 

Enrollment 

A  glance  at  the  enrollment  sheet  to  be  found  on  an- 
other page  shows  for  a  second  time  that  the  expected 
did  not  happen.  The  total  number  enrolled  for  1929 
is  smaller  than  last  year's  by  only  twenty-eight.  . 

From  the  view-point  of  our  present  industrial  con- 
ditions this  is  a  remarkable  showing, — a  genuine  and 
gratifying  surprise  to  every  right-minded,  public-spirited 
citizen.  Obviously,  it  shows  one  or  two  things  most  con- 
clusively, viz  : — First,  that  the  people  have  a  growing 
confidence  in  our  schools, — they  are  better  meeting  the 
needs  of  our  people,  and  second,  that  our  people  are 
more  willing  and  desirous  to  keep  their  children  in  school 
even  at  the  cost  of  tremendous  self-sacrifice.  Economic 
necessity  may  have  been  the  driving  force  in  bringing 
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about  these  results,  but  it  simply  goes  to  prove  that  such 
conditions  have  been  wisely  met,  and  to  an  unusual  de- 
gree of  completeness. 

Again,  when  we  consider  the  growing  preponder- 
ance in  our  schools  of  the  children  of  foreign-born  pa- 
rents, we  must  admit  that  some  of  our  institutions  have 
found  acceptance  with  these  people  and  that  the  work 
of  Americanization  is  still  going  forward — a  most  grati- 
fying and  encouraging  situation. 

Scanning  our  enrollment  sheet  a  little  more  closely, 
we  find  there  is  more  uniformity  in  the  age  and  grade 
group  totals  than  is  to  be  found  in  previous  years.  Those 
great  gaps  formerly  existing  between  the  grade  groups 
have  largely  disappeared.  Not  so  many  pupils  are 
crowding  into  the  first  grade  as  formerly,  and  more  are 
continuing  on  into  the  high  school.  This  is  an  evidence  of 
a  healthy,  normal  growth,  and  points  the  way  to  a  great- 
er rational  expansion  later  on.

Text  Books  and  Supplies 

With  the  exception  of  the  Junior  High  School,  a 
partial  recovery  from  the  1928  famine  has  been  made  in 
the  matter  of  text  books  for  the  different  schools.    In  this

particular  instance  the  deploraable  condition  of  many  of 
the  books  in  use  and  the  long  term  of  service  they  have 
rendered  make  it  advisable,  from  every  point  of  view,  to 
substitute  new  and  more  modern  texts  for  the  disrepu- 
table material  now  in  use. 

Not  only  are  these  books  deficient  in  quality  but 
they  are  lacking  in  quantity.  In  not  a  few  instances  two 
pupils  are  making  use  of  a  single  book  at  one  and  the 
same  time.  We  have  been  painfully  cognizant  of  this 
condition  form  the  beginning  of  the  term.  But  we  did  not 
have  the  funds  in  hand  to  supply  the  deficiency.  As 
soon  as  the  new  appropriation  is  available,  the  matter 
will  doubtless  receive  the  immediate  attention  its  impor- 
tance so  unquestionably  deserves. 

More  books  are  needed  in  the  lower  grades.  Form- 
erly a  book  was  a  book.  One  reading  book  frequently 
served  for  the  whole  family.  More  consideration  was 
given  to  the  content  than  to  the  difficulty  of  the  text.  It 
served  but  one  purpose,  to  develop  skill  in  the  mechanics 
of  reading.  A  skill  developed  by  an  unending  grind  and 
repetition,  as  meaningless  and  devoid  of  interest  as  can 
be  imagined. 

The  modern  type  of  reading  book  though  not  perfect 

by  any  means  is,  first  of  all,  intensely  interesting  to  the 
child,  and  makes  him  aware  of  a  new  field  beyond.  They 
tempt  him  to  fresh  adventure.  Meanwhile  his  vocabu- 
lary is  increasing  and  if  his  powers  of  comprehension  are 
not  neglected,  he  adds  daily  to  his  stock  of  information. 

We  need  more  reading  material  for  the  first  three 
grades.  It  is  here  that  we  should  try  to  establish  the 
reading  habit  and  begin  the  development  of  a  right 
choice  and  an  appreciation  of  those  books  that  would  be 
most  serviceable  to  the  child  in  after  life.  He  needs  many 
books  and  should  know  what  they  contain. 

Let  me  not  be  misunderstood.  All  reading  is  not 
profitable.    Some  of  it  is  most  destructive  and  stultifying. 
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It  unfits  one  to  meet  the  duties  and  responsibilities  of 
life  and  dwarfs  both  the  mind  and  the  soul. 

Books  are  companions.  They  should  be  wisely  chos- 
en. It  is  the  teacher's  first  duty  to  see  that  the  pupil 
makes  the  right  choice.  Such  a  foundation  is  the  best 
guaranty  of  an  education  well  begun  and  of  a  life  that 
will  be  both  serviceable  and  satisfying. 

We  need  other  material  in  these  elementary  grades 
— something  to  take  the  place  in  part,  at  least,  of  too 
much  of  this  so-called  "busy  work."  This  is  rightly 
named  and  its  chief  function  and  value  are  implied  in 
the  name  itself.  But  it  never  can  be  classed  as  profitable 
employment.  To  be  sure  it  furnishes  a  little  relaxation, 
and  provides  a  market  for  the  manufacturers  of  such 
material. 

Carleton  Washburne,  the  founder  of  the  Wenetka 
System,  has  provided  some  excellent  substitute  material 
and  I  strongly  recommend  that  it  be  given  a  trial  in  some 
of  our  elementary  grades  at  once. 

Maps,  and  charts  are  greatly  needed  in  the  grades 
above  the  fourth.  I  trust  that  ample  provision  will  be 
made  for  all  these  items,  each  under  its  proper  heading 
in  the  budget. 

Change  of  Teachers 

This  is  a  perennial  subject  and,  from  present  indica- 
tions, I  expect  it  will  remain  so  for  sometime  to  come. 
This  year  has  been  a  disastrous  one  to  us.  Six  of  our 
very  best  have  been  enticed  away  and  have  entered  other 
folds.  One  was  married,  and  the  other  five  accepted 
positions  in  larger  school  systems  with  generous  increases 
in  salary,  both  present  and  prospective. 

We  wish  them  both  success  and  happiness.  We 
share  their  joy  when  they  come  back  as  they  usually  do, 
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and  tell  us  of  their  love  for  the  school  home  that  set  them 
on  the  road  to  educational  advancement.  Ipswich  may 
be  indifferent  and  apathetic  to  the  progress  of  those  who 
occupy  our  teaching  positions,  though  I  hope  not;  but 
the  cities  and  towns  to  which  our  teachers  go,  are  ex- 
tremely pleased  to  receive  them.  I  cannot,  at  present, 
recall  a  single  instance  in  which  these  teachers  have  not 
made  good  and  have  not  done  honor  to  Ipswich  schools. 

But  what  was  their  gain  is  our  loss.  Yes,  a  distinct 
and  telling  loss.  What  business,  individual  or  corporate, 
could  long  maintain  its  reputation  and  prestige  if  from 
10  to  20  percent  of  the  best  of  its  employees  were  taken 
from  it  every  year?  The  overturn  in  business  is  consid- 
ered as  one  of  the  most  wasteful  and  damaging  in  its 
whole  list  of  evils.  Many  an  employer  willingly  reduces 
his  profits  in  order  to  hold  the  men  upon  whose  skill  and 
integrity  the  success  of  his  business  so  largely  depends. 
It  is  his  only  safety,  and  he  knows  it. 

The  same  principle  applies  with  greater  force  in  the 
conduct  of  a  school  system.  In  business  and  manufac- 
turing you  are  dealing  with  insensate  commodities;  in 
school,  with  living  boys  and  girls  which  we  expect  are  to 
become  the  hope  of  the  world. 

No  permanent  standard  of  excellence  can  be  main- 
tained nor  expected  where  such  an  excessive  drain  of  its 
very  life  blood  is  made  upon  it  year  after  year. 

I  still  affirm,  as  I  have  frequently  done  before,  that 
this  is,  in  part,  a  preventable  condition.  Had  our  appro- 
priation been  large  enough  one  or  two  of  these  teachers 
could  have  been  retained,  and  the  break  in  the  system 
as  a  whole  been  saved  by  so  much  the  consequent  inter- 
ruption. A  few  hundred  dollars  set  aside  yearly  to  meet 
just  such  exigencies  would  relieve  the  situation  and  as- 
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sist  in  maintaining  a  reasonably  high  educational  stand- 
ard. 

The  action  of  your  committee  in  filling  vacancies  last 
year  commends  itself  to  every  fair-minded  person  and 
puts  the  stamp  of  sincerity  upon  our  work  of  American- 
ization. I  doubt  if  your  action  can  be  duplicated  any- 
where in  the  State,  even  in  cities  and  towns  having  a 
genuinely  cosmopolitan  population. 

One  Greek,  one  Pole,  and  one  Italian,  have  been 
added  to  our  teaching  force.  I  use  these  terms  simply 
for  the  sake  of  clearness,  and  at  the  risk  of  befogging 
the  fact  that  these  persons  are  in  truth  unhyphenated 
American  citizens.  We  feel  that  they  must  appreciate 
what  the  land  of  their  adoption  has  done  for  them  in 
freeing  them  from  old  world  oppressions,  and  in  provid- 
ing them,  in  trust,  with  such  wonderful  advantages  and 
opportunities  for  personal  advancement  and  patriotic 
service.  May  that  trust  never  be  betrayed,  and  that  ser- 
vice be  an  outstanding  example  of  simple  justice  and  of 
national  strength. 


Salaries  and  Professional  Advancement  of  Teachers 

The  relationship  between  these  two  items  in  our 
educational  inventory  is  growing  closer  and  closer  each 
year.  The  normal  school  and  the  college  term  require- 
ments are  of  about  equal  length.  The  former  wide  range 
in  salary  paid  the  graduates  of  the  two  schools  cannot 
much  longer  have  any  justification  in  theory  or  in  fact. 
This  advance  in  the  scheme  of  equalization  of  prepara- 
tion for  all  grades  is  of  the  utmost  significance  in  solid'fy- 
ing  the  whole  teaching  body  into  a  professional  entity — 
a  profession  of  which  none  may  be  ashamed.     A  profes-

sion,  barring  none,  which  measured  in  terms  of  import- 
ance and  wholesome  influence  stands  second  to  none. 

This  change  of  status  will  impose  more  exacting  re- 
quirements on  each  individual  teacher  if  she  is  to  main- 
tain her  place,  and  automatically  reduce  the  number  of 
entrants  into  a  field  already  overcrowded.  Only  the 
fit  and  the  most  progressive  will  survive.  These  may  de- 
mand better  salaries,  and  should  receive  them. 

The  day  of  the  millenium  has  not  yet  arrived,  and 
those  who  wish  to  attain  to  the  front  rank  will  and  must 
clo  more  work  along  professional  lines.  Thousands  are 
doing  so  at  the  present  time,  and  many  are  the  devices 
in  use  to  encourage  this  laudable  enort. 

Sufficient  recognition  has  not  been  given  the  prac- 
tical benefit  accruing  to  both  teacher  and  pupils  from 
this  line  of  work,  but  we  should  do  so.  In  many  cases 
this  work  has  imposed  a  financial  hardship  that  should 
not  be  borne  by  the  teacher  alone.  Reimbursement  in 
the  shape  of  an  increase  in  salary  should  be  made  to  all 
those  who  elect  to  do  this  work  and  all  should  be  required 
to  do  so,  at  least,  once  in  three  years.  Some  such  re- 
quirement would  prevent  the  rust  of  mental  inaction  and 
give  our  teaching  a  freshness  and  vitality  which  it  some- 
times lacks. 

Some  such  program  is  becoming  more  necessary  each 
year  to  counteract  the  senseless  tendency  to  employ  only 
resident  teachers  and  to  compel  all  teachers  to  become 
residents  of  the  cities  and  towns  giving  them  employ- 
ment. Such  a  policy  has  its  origin  in  the  narrowest  sort 
of  provincialism  and  will  result  in  mediocrity  if  not  dis- 
aster. 

If  competition  is  the  life  of  trade,  it  is  equally  so  in 
every  department  of  life.  Said  a  representative  of  the 
State  Board  of  Education  at  a  School  Committees'  Con- 
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vention  that  I  attended,  "If  you  know  where  there  is  a 
good  teacher,  go  out  and  get  him,"  and  the  meeting  gave 
its  approval.  It  is  the  infusion  of  new  life  that  will  not 
only  save,  but  will  build  up  to  a  degree  that  we  little 
realize.  How  about  the  country  of  Japan,  for  example, 
or,  to  begin  a  little  nearer  home :  Is  it  wise  for  the  Pres- 
ident of  our  local  Chamber  of  Commerce  to  use  every 
last  ounce  of  energy  and  to  employ  every  means  at  his 
command  to  induce  outside  industries  to  locate  in  our 
midst  ?  We  think  he  is  right,  and  commend  him  for  the 
strenuous  efforts  he  is  making  to  build  up  the  town.  He 
should  have  a  large  following. 

The  same  principle  is  applicable  to  the  schools,  and 
should  always  be  kept  in  view.  No  political  favoritism 
nor  personal  desire  for  popularity  nor  the  specious  argu- 
ments of  intriguing  friends  should  ever  prevail  against 
the  inalienable  right  of  every  American  child.  The 
founders  of  this  Commonwealth  realizing  that  the  safe- 
ty of  our  political  institutions  depended  upon  the  intelli- 
gence and  the  integrity  of  the  electorate,  wisely  estab- 
lished the  system  of  free  public  schools,  as  the  surest  way 
to  individual  prosperity  and  national  greatness.  Let  no 
child  therefore  be  denied  the  best  teachers  in  his  efforts 
to  secure  these  objectives. 

At  the  present  time  there  is  no  special  call  for  this 
warning.  But  such  a  narrow  system  should  never  be 
adopted.  Great  changes  sometimes  take  place  suddenly, 
and  the  way  back  is  hard  and  troublesome.  Let  there  be 
no  retreat.  Let  the  "Best  that  can  be  obtained  without 
reference  to  place,  creed,  or  matrimonial  alliances,"  be 
our  school  slogan  for  all  time. 

The  recent  additions  to  our  corps  of  teachers  are 
doing  exceptionally  well.  They  are  enthusiastic,  indus- 
trious, and  conscientious.     They  are  keenly  alive  to  the 
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best  interest  of  the  school,  and  they  love  the  children.  In 
womanly  conduct  and  in  character,  I  consider  them  well 
above  the  average.  The  start  they  have  made  is  very 
promising.  But  let  them  beware — and  may  our  older 
teachers  as  well, — of  the  time  when  social  functions,  and 
the  inordinate  love  of  pleasure,  shall  draw  them  away 
from  their  chosen  occupation  and  degrade  a  noble  pro- 
fession to  the  level  of  a  job.  Eternal  vigilance,  continual 
striving  for  the  best,  and  everlasting  hard  work  will  as- 
sure you  not  only  of  professional  success,  but  will  bring 
with  them  that  everlasting  happiness  as  its  own  sure 
reward. 

Ranks  and  Promotions 

Any  school  system  that  fails  to  provide  and  system- 
atically maintain  a  rational  standard  of  achievement  for 
promotion  soon  loses  its  prestige  and  becomes  a  nonentity 
among  kindred  institutions  and  even  in  the  community 
where  it  is  located.  This  is  a  principle  of  universal  appli- 
cation, any  violation  of  which  is  usually  followed  by  com- 
mensurate failure  in  kind  and  degree. 

More  than  this,  such  standards  are  not  of  our  own 
selection.  They  are  determined  first  of  all  by  the  State 
and  any  concession  to  local  sentiment  is  usually  offset 
by  some  compensating  restriction  or  forfeited  assistance. 

Parents  should  remember  this.  The  well  being  of 
the  whole  is  of  more  importance  than  that  of  the  indi- 
vidual;  and  while  we  sympathize  with  them  and  shall 
do  all  in  our  power  to  assist  them  in  their  difficulties, 
there  are  limits  beyond  which  we  cannot  go. 

On  the  whole,  here  as  elsewhere,  preventive  mea- 
sures are  best.  If  the  child,  from  the  beginning,  is  given 
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to  understand  that  his  advancement  is  dependent  upoix 
his  achievements,  that  he  must  remain  in  the  grade  until 
he  is  prepared  to  do  the  work  of  the  next  he  will  soon 
learn  to  accept  that  dictum  as  final.  Again,  too,  if  the 
parent  would  acquaint  herself  with  the  limitations  of  her 
own  child  and  adopt  a  reasonable  attitude  towards  the 
situation,  she  might  in  many  cases  through  the  coopera- 
tion of  the  teacher,  bring  lasting  benefit  to  her  child  and 
save  herself  many  anxious  moments.  A  sympathetic  at- 
titude and  whole-hearted  cooperation  are  the  remedies  to 
be  employed  here. 

But  there  is  another  side  to  this  story  where  the 
parent  appears  in  a  better  light,  and  that  is  where  the 
parent  is  deceived  by  misleading  marks.  Plainly  here 
the  teacher  is  to  blame.  It  is  past  comprehension  why  a 
teacher,  after  being  warned  and  scolded  and  threatened, 
fails  to  realize  that,  in  this  particular  phase  of  her  work, 
she  is  dealing  with  an  element  that  has  no  equal  as  a  real 
trouble-maker. 

What  explanation  can  be  given  of  the  situation. 
Does  the  teacher  wish  to  place  herself  in  good  standing 
with  her  principal  or  with  the  parent?  Does  she  wish  to 
outstrip  her  competitor  in  the  same  grade,  and  thus  cover 
herself  with  a  veneer  of  glory?  Does  she  consciously 
set  herself  to  deceive  and  cover  up  her  failures  by  invok- 
ing an  A  or  a  B  ?  In  some  cases,  being  human,  she  may 
avail  herself  of  one  or  more  of  these  subterfuges  as  cir- 
cumstances may  dictate.  But  on  the  whole  and  speaking 
generally,  she  does  none  of  these  foolish  things.  I  have 
too  much  confidence  in  the  integrity  of  our  teachers  to 
entertain  a  suspicion  of  such  conduct.  But  the  condition 
exists,  and  there  must  be  a  reason  for  it.  I  feel  that  it 
is  employed  sometimes  to  smooth  out  trouble — a  foolish 
and    utterly   senseless   expedient, — and,    lastly,   through 
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sympathy  for  the  child  the  teacher  lets  herself  down  hop- 
ing by  such  methods  and  trusting  that  something  in  the 
future,  wholly  unforseen,  may  arouse  him  to  greater  ef- 
fort. The  child's  home  evironment  and  the  parents  in- 
difference to  his  welfare  may  be  a  compelling  cause.  But 
I  don't  know,    I  hope  this  last  surmise  may  be  correct. 


Retarded  Pupils 

Since  the  beginning  of  the  school  year  steps  have 
been  undertaken  to  organize  a  class  for  the  better  indi- 
vidual instruction  of  these*  pupils.  Dr.  Yerbury  of  the 
.Dan vers  Insane  Hospital,  who  is  a  specialist  in  this  line 
of  work,  has  been  consulted  and  has  given  us  many  valu- 
able suggestions,  as  to  the  line  of  procedure.  A  canvass 
of  the  schools  has  been  made  and  a  sufficient  number  of 
these  pupils  are  still  awaiting  the  final  move. 

Two  necessary  factors  are  wanting  and  nothing  fur- 
ther can  be  done  until  these  are  supplied,  viz :  an  extra 
room  and  money  for  the  teacher's  salary.  This  teacher 
must  have  special  preparation  for  her  work  and  be  sup- 
plied with  abundant  material  equipment.  Of  course,  her 
salary  would  be  above  the  average  paid  to  the  regular 
grade  teacher  and  her  class  would  not  be  more  than  a 
third  of  the  size  of  the  ordinary  class,  and  would  embrace 
all  grades. 

Patience  is  still  a  virtue,  but  I  am  wondering  how 
much  longer  the  powers  that  be  will  postpone  action. 


Character  Building 

"Necessity  is  the  mother  of  invention,"  is  an  old 
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adage  that  may  be  amplified  a  thousandfold,  and  still  be 
true  in  each  and  every  individual  aspect  of  the  situation. 
Whenever  a  serious  occasion  arises,  it  is  necessity  that 
forces  us  to  adjust  ourselves  to  the  changed  condition  or 
^Ise  to  prepare  ourselves  for  the  new  in  view  of  the  gen- 
eral "moral  subsidence"  throughout  this  country,  it  will 
not  be  necessary  to  urge  upon  you  the  claims  suggested 
by  the  above  heading.  In  fact  one  of  the  very  last  bulle- 
tins issued  by  Boston  University  advertises  a  course  of 
instruction  in  this  subject.  Yes,  both  the  occasion  and 
the  necessity  are  with  us. 

Unfortunately  this  subject  cannot  be  taught  by  the 
textbook  alone.  It  is  a  matter  of  training  as  well  as  of 
teaching,  and  the  teaching  can  be  best  done  through  ex- 
ample. The  characters  of  such  men  as  Washington,  Lin- 
coln, and  Roosevelt  are  a  heritage  of  which  every  Amer- 
ican schoolboy  should  be  proud  and  from  which  fresh 
inspiration  may  be  drawn  as  an  incentive  to  nobler  living. 

So  biography  becomes  our  best  source  of  supply, 
though  we  try  to  correlate  it  with  every  subject.  It  has, 
of  course,  a  closer  correlation  with  civics  in  a  unified 
course  of  history,  geography  and  civics. 

Efforts  are  made  to  give  concrete  propositions  in 
every  ordinary  situation,  and  nothing  is  so  small  that  it 
cannot  furnish  useful  material  for  such  a  purpose.  Some- 
times these  situations  are  quite  involved,  but  we  have  al- 
ways found  some  pupils  who  could  point  out  the  way  to 
a  moral  solution  of  the  problem  quite  as  well  as  we  our- 
selves could  do  it.  Do  any  of  us  live  up  to  the  light  we 
have,  or  do  the  best  we  know  how  to  do? 

Lastly,  if  the  pupil  load  required  of  our  teachers  was 
reduced  so  that  they  might  be  able  to  check  up  each  ex- 
ercise, and  could  reasonably  insist  that  all  assignments 
should  be  correctly  done,  much  would  be  done  towards 
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establishing  the  habit  of  right  thinking  and  doing. 

No  subject  in  the  whole  curriculum  can  equal  it  in 
value  to  the  individual  or  to  society  at  large.  Nothing 
else  can  take  its  place  or  give  such  a  valuable  return 
in  clean,  honest,  manhood. 


There  are  many  other  matters  that  should  be  touch- 
ed upon  in  this  report,  viz : — Home  work,  attitudes  and 
aptitudes,  absence  and  tardiness,  Field  Day,  Boy  and 
Girl  Scouts,  enrichment  of  courses,  the  coming  celebra- 
tion, Red  Cross  Work,  etc.,  but  space  forbids,  and  I  hasten 
on  to  the  presentation  of  those  things  that  are  of  more 
importance  to  the  community  in  general. 


Health 

I  am  convinced  that  a  large  majority  of  our  worldly 
troubles  are  due  solely  to  ignorance ;  and  that  fully  one 
half  of  these  are  self-inflicted.  A  sad  commentary,  I  ad- 
mit; but  isn't  it  so? 

Here  is  a  case  in  point.  Let  me  tell  it  to  you,  as  it 
was  told  me.    It  certainly  set  me  thinking. 

A  father  returning  to  his  home  in  the  early  evening 
found  his  little  girl  suffering  from  a  raging  headache  and 
a  sore  throat.  He  called  the  doctor  on  the  phone,  des- 
cribed the  case  as  best  he  could,  and  asked  to  be  advised 
as  to  how  he  should  proceed  in  the  case.  The  doctor  rec- 
ommended some  simple  treatment  and  requested  to  be 
called  again  if  there  were  no  signs  of  improvement  with- 
in a  short  time. 
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Two  hours  later,  having  been  called  again,  the  doc- 
tor said,  that  he  would  come  and  see  the  child.  On  his 
way  to  the  home  the  doctor  stopped  at  the  druggists  and 
procured  some  toxin-antitoxin  which  was  administered 
immediately  upon  arrival.  Two  hours  later  the  child 
died  of  black  diphtheria.  He  was  too  late.  Had  the  in- 
noculation  been  made  before,  the  child's  life  would  have 
been  saved. 

Just  four  hours  between  a  prosperous,  happy  home 
and  a  home  made  desolate  because  one  was  taken  that 
could  never  come  back.  Small  comfort  is  it,  it  seems  to 
me,  to  make  an  alibi  of  the  Almighty  and  say  that  God 
took  her,  when  the  only  factors  involved  were  human 
shortsightedness  and  negligence. 

This  story  gripped  me  and  made  me  aware  that  I  had 
a  duty  towards  this  community  that  should  not  be  evad- 
ed. I  determined  to  give  you  the  message ;  whether  you 
respond  or  not  is  wholly  your  affair.  But  for  the  sake  of 
your  children,  and  of  humanity  generally,  I  hope  that  you 
may  do  so  promptly  and  generously. 

Now  for  a  few  facts  in  reference  to  the  disease : — 
"Diphtheria  stands  first  in  the  United  States  as  a  cause 
of  death  among  children  from  3  to  9  years  of  age,  and  is 
a  menace  above  that  age.  It  also  leaves  many  who  sur- 
vive it  with  seriously  weakened  hearts  and  other  physical 
handicaps. " 

"Up  to  six  months  of  age  80  percent  of  infants  are 
immune.  This  immunity  is  conferred  upon  the  child  by 
the  mother.  From  nine  months  to  three  years,  practically 
all  children  are  susceptible,  and  from  three  to  five  years, 
the  same  holds  true.  From  five  to  fifteen  years,  one- 
third  of  the  children  are  susceptible.  So  every  child 
should  be  immunized. " 

"The  anti-diphtheria  campaigns  of  recent  years  have 
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produced  a  marked  effect  upon  the  diphtheria  death  rate. 
Auburn,  N.  Y.  is  perhaps  the  most  striking  example  of  the 
effectiveness  of  diphtheria  prevention  through  concerted 
efforts.  In  1921  this  city  had  a  death  rate  of  38.4  per 
100,000  from  this  disease.  In  1925  and  1926,  it  was 
,0.0  from  this  disease." 

"San  Joaquin  County,  California,  with  a  death  rate 
of  51.0  per  100,000  before  the  use  of  toxin-antitoxin  in 
1921  reduced  the  death  rate  to  2.6  after  its  toxin-anti- 
toxin campaigns  in  1926." 

"Science  has  pointed  the  way  to  eradicate  diphthe- 
ria. Preventive  treatment  with  toxin-antitoxin  is  sim- 
ple and  harmless.  Ten  year  of  experience  in  immunizing 
have  proved  its  practicability.  Whether  or  not  this  dis- 
ease will  continue  to  take  its  toll  of  child  life  depends 
on  the  initiative,  public  spirit  and  personal  responsibility 
of  parent,  teachers,  and  community  leaders. 

The  method  of  immunizing  is  very  simple  and  re- 
quires but  a  few  minutes  of  time : — 

After  the  first  inoculation  a  period  of  a  week  or  ten 
days  is  allowed  to  elapse  when  another  treatment  is  giv- 
en. At  the  end  of  another  -period  of  the  same  length,  the 
third  and  last  inoculation  is  given.  Let  it  be  understood 
that  this  is  wholly  a  preventive  measure  which  requires 
another  testing  as  to  susceptibility. 

After  another  interval  of  rest,  the  child  is  given  the 
Schick  test  which  shows  whether  or  not  he  is  susceptible 
to  the  disease.  If  there  is  no  reaction  to  this  test,  the 
child  is  considered  immune  for  all  time.  He  is  then  given 
a  card  certifying  to  that  effect,  and  will  be  allowed  to  at- 
tend school  even  in  times  of  epidemics. 

It  should  be  understood  that  this  privilege  is  avail- 
able for  the  pre-school  child  as  well  as  for  children  of 
school  age. 
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In  closing  we  are  pleased  to  advise  you  that  these 
opportunities  are  open  and  free  to  all  parents  who  wish  to 
avail  themeselves  of  them.  The  School  Physician  and  the 
School  Nurse  stand  ready  to  give  all  necessary  informa- 
tion and  service  gratuitously.  Should  the  number  of  ap- 
plicants be  so  large  as  to  overtax  the  time  and  efforts  of 
the  School  Physician,  he  has  the  option  of  calling  in  an- 
other physician  from  the  State  Department  of  Health  to 
assist  him. 

The  opportunity  is  hereby  tendered  you  whereby 
you  may  save  yourself  many  an  hour  of  anxious  watching, 
expense,  and  the  possible  loss  of  dear  ones.  If  your  com- 
mittee is  favorably  disposed  towards  this  measure,  a  cam- 
paign of  publicity  will  be  undertaken  and  every  parent 
in  town  will  be  duly  notified  of  our  intentions. 

A  few  weeks  since  a  group  of  suspected  T.  B.  chil- 
dren was  taken  to  Hamilton  to  be  X-rayed.  So  far  as  I 
have  been  informed,  no  report  of  their  condition  has 
been  received.    We  hope  it  will  show  much  improvement. 

Another  clinic  of  this  sort  should  be  undertaken  as 
soon  as  the  weather  permits.  I  regret  to  say  that  the 
material  for  such  an  examination  is  awaiting  the  oppor- 
tunity. 

A  series  of  Health  lectures  is  being  given  at  the 
present  time.  Dr.  Moore  opened  the  course  last  Wed- 
nesday, and  other  lectures  will  follow  on  Wednesdays  of 
each  week  until  the  course  is  completed. 

Notice  of  the  Spring  Round  Up  for  children  who  are 
to  enter  school  for  the  first  time  next  September  will  be 
given  through  the  local  papers  and  by  the  principals  of 
the  various  schools.  We  hope  all  such  parents  will  co- 
operate in  this  movement  as  many  handicaps  may  thus  be 
removed  and  the  child  himself  given  a  good  start  in  his 
school  career. 
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I  point  with  no  small  degree  of  civic  pride  to  the 
efficiency  of  this  department  of  our  school  system.  Its 
record  of  service  is  most  creditable.  I  doubt  if  any  com- 
munity of  the  size  of  our  own  receives  as  much  in  real 
constructive  welfare  work  as  is  being  accomplished  here. 
The  personnel  of  this  department  has  always  cooperated 
whole-heartedly  in  every  undertaking  looking  to  the  bet- 
terment of  health  conditions,  and  are  worthy  of  your 
continued  respect  and  confidence. 


Some  Modern  Trends  and  Tendencies  in  Education 

The  needs  and  the  arguments  for  a  new  high  school 
building  were  so  thoroughly  canvassed  and  set  forth  in 
last  year's  School  Eeport  that  I  deem  it  unnecessary  to 
repeat  what  was  written  at  that  time.  Housing  condi- 
tions remain  nearly  the  same.  There  is  the  same  over- 
crowding except  in  the  lower  grades,  and  many  of  both 
the  academic  and  social  activities  of  the  schools  as  a 
whole  are  retarded  and  impaired  by  reason  of  these  con- 
ditions. And  so  by  alluding  to  but  a  single  phase  of  the 
situation,  I  shall  pass  on  to  a  more  important  considera- 
tion of  the  building  project  and  thereby  avoid  much  use- 
less repetition. 

The  single  feature  to  which  I  urge  your  most  seri- 
ous investigation  is  this:  Build  the  new  school  building 
large  enough  to  provide  for  future  growth — for  500  pu- 
pils at  least.  The  reasons  for  this  recommendation  I  shall 
endeavor  to  definitely  set  forth  later  on. 

In  the  first  place,  Ipswich  should  have  learned  from 
experience  that  sufficient  consideration  has  not  been  giv- 
en in  the  past  to  this  phase  of  schoolhouse  construction. 
To  prove  this  let  a  few  facts  be  submitted. 
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It  matters  not  where  we  begin.  This  same  condition 
is  to  be  found  in  every  building  of  the  whole  school  sys- 
tem. 

The  Winthrop  School  was  enlarged  from  a  four-room 
building  to  one  of  more  than  double  the  original  size. 
Six  rooms  besides  those  of  the  principal  and  school  nurse 
have  been  added  here — double  the  number  provided  at 
first. 

The  Manning  School  outstrips  the  Winthrop  in  this 
particular ;  I  couldn't  tell  off  hand  how  many  rooms  there 
are  in  this  building.  I  know  there  is  no  room  anywhere 
under  that  roof  for  more. 

The  Burley  School,  not  to  be  outdone  by  other  build- 
ings, has  added  six,  thus  increasing  its  seating  capacity 
by  150  percent.  Two  of  these  rooms  are  in  the  base- 
ment, however.  This  school  is  a  little  more  fortunate 
than  some  others,  because  by  extending  wings  towards 
the  north  four  more  rooms  may  be  added.  All  of  these 
would  be  above  ground,  and  the  building,  as  a  whole, 
would  lose  little  or  nothing  from  an  architectural  point  of 
view. 

We  come  now  to  the  Shatswell  School,  the  last  and 
certainly  most  expensive  and  attractive  one  in  the  whole 
list.  There  were  just  five  vacant  seats  on  the  opening 
day.  These  have  been  filled  and  a  room  of  forty  desks 
has  been  provided  in  the  basement. 

I  cannot  go  farther.  My  list  is  completed.  But 
where  will  you  find  more  uniformity  in  building  practice 
than  is  here  displayed.  It  is  a  full  100  percent  of  the 
cases,  but,  more  than  that  in  rooms  added  to  the  original 
buildings.  I  feel  that  this  exhibit  entitles  my  recom- 
mendation to  full  consideration. 

These  observations  or  deductions  have  been  drawn 
from  the  experience  of  the  past.    But  what  of  the  future  ! 
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Are  there  any  signs  or  indications  along  the  horizon  that 
this  phenomenal  growth  in  school  attendance  is  about 
to  be  interrupted  or  to  cease  either  wholly  or  in  part? 
I  am  no  prophet,  to  be  sure,  but  all  the  information  I  can 
gather  gives  my  prophesying  an  opposite  slant.  There  is 
no  escaping  the  conviction  that  the  growth  in  school  pop- 
ulations has  but  just  begun.  In  the  next  ten  years  it  will 
be  found  that  more  children  will  be  attending  school  than 
.at  any  time  in  the  past.  They  will  begin  earlier  and  con- 
tinue later,  and  parents  as  well  as  children  will  in  in- 
creasing measure  enjoy  the  opportunities  offered  by  the 
schools  of  the  future.  This  last  may  seem  like  a  preposter- 
ous statement,  but  we  have  a  student  attending  the  Shoe- 
making  School  at  Lynn  who  is  36  years  of  age.  There  may 
be  a  remote  possibility  that,  after  learning  his  trade,  he 
may  open  a  shop  here  in  Ipswich  and  even  become  self- 
supporting  and  self-respecting.  This  is  only  one  of  the 
many  evidences  of  what  the  schools,  of  not  only  Massa- 
chusetts but  of  nearly  all  the  States,  are  doing  to  over- 
come this  incubus  of  unemployement  and  to  furnish  a 
solution  of  one  of  the  most  vexatious  problems  that  is  en- 
gaging the  minds  of  statesmen  everywhere. 

No  one  will  be  rash  enough  to  predict  just  what  our 
schools  will  be  ten  years  hence.  But  a  well  defined  and 
distinctive  trend  towards  the  manual  or  the  industrial 
is  everywhere  in  evidence.  The  practical  results  already 
achieved,  the  growing  public  demand  for  the  adoption 
of  such  an  educational  program,  together  with  a  quick- 
ened consciousness  as  to  what  is  just  and  right,  will  in- 
evitably lead  to  an  expansion  of  the  school  curriculum 
to  include  not  one  but  many  of  the  manual  arts.  This 
way  lies  progress  and  national  stability;  the  other  leads 
to  chaos  and  disaster. 

For  years  Germany  has  led  the  world  in  the  teach- 
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ing  of  the  industrial  arts.  To-day  she  has,  possibly,  one 
of  the  best  and  most  comprehensive  school  systems  to  be 
found  anywhere.  In  fact,  nearly  every  European  coun- 
try is  far  in  advance  of  this  nation  in  this  line  of  educa- 
tional work  . 

But  we  are  beginning  to  realize  our  situation  and 
are  making  some  commendable  and  significant  advances. 
This  progress  is  not  due  solely  to  the  foresight  of  those 
in  charge  of  our  educational  well-being  and  growth 
though  it  originated  with  them.  Booker  T.  Washington's 
name  will  always  stand  out  in  boldest  relief  as  one  of 
the  famous  pioneers  in  this  line  of  educational  work.  The 
success  which  he  achieved  in  this  field  was  perhaps  the 
largest  factor  in  elevating  a  whole  race  of  people  from 
abject  misery  and  degradation  to  a  condition  of  material 
prosperity  and  self-respect.  The  value  of  his  work  and 
the  means  by  which  it  was  accomplished  are  recognized 
and  admitted  by  all. 

But  what  gives  this  movement  its  greatest  signifi- 
cance is  the  fact  that  business  men  generally  in  order  to 
keep  pace  with  the  stream  of  economic  changes,  have 
resorted  to  the  most  aggressive  educational  campaigns 
for  the  building  up  of  their  business  personnel.  Techni- 
cal schools  and  vocational  schools  have  been  lifted  to  a 
place  of  real  importance  in  our  educational  program. 
The  number  of  pupils  in  American  vocational  schools  has 
risen  from  265,000  in  1920  to  752,000  in  1926.  The  last 
five  years  have  shown  even  a  higher  ratio  of  increase. 

Two  Ipswich  boys  graduated  from  the  Beverly  vo- 
cational school  the  past  year.  One  of  them,  a  graduate  of 
our  grammar  school,  was  leading  his  class,  and  his  pay 
slip  amounted  to  $16.05  for  the  week  in  which  I  visited 
the  school.  This  was  only  one  half  of  his  earnings;  the 
other  half  remained  with  the  company.     Will  you  tell 
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me  what  his  earnings  would  have  been  without  this  voca- 
tional training?  More  than  that,  he  is  eligible  to  a  per- 
manent position  in  the  company  at  good  wages  and  with 
excellent  chances  of  promotion. 

This  report  is  already  too  long,  but  I  cannot  refrain 
from  pointing  out  the  immense  possibilities  of  substantial 
growth  and  domestic  prosperity  and  happiness  that  must 
result  from  a  rational  extension  of  this  program.  Here- 
with is  presented  the  golden  opportunity  for  the  advance- 
ment of  every  material,  social,  and  moral  interest,  and  the 
development  of  every  natural  and  historical  resourse  with 
which  Old  Ipswich  has  been  so  wonderfully  endowed. 
Best  of  all,  the  State  bears  one-half  the  expense. 

In  furtherance  of  this  idea,  may  I  not  urge  upon  you 
the  necessity  of  visiting  some  one  or  more  up-to-date  high 
schools  that  some  of  the  many  valuable  features  which 
they  combine  may  be  embodied  in  our  own  school. 

I  have  asked  the  Linebrook  Parent-Teachers'  Asso- 
ciation and  the  President  of  the  S.  P.  C.  C.  as  represent- 
ing auxiliary  agents  of  the  School  Department,  to  give  me 
an  outline  of  the  work  accomplished  by  these  organiza- 
tions during  the  year.  This  they  have  consented  to  do, 
and  the  record  of  their  valuable  social  welfare  work  may 
be  found  farther  on  as  a  part  of  this  report. 


Acknowledgments 

The  smooth  running  of  a  school  system  depends  upon 
the  proper  and  complete  functioning  of  every  individual 
part.  Failure  anywhere  is  bound  to  be  reflected  some- 
where along  the  line  and  to  the  inconvenience  and  loss 
of  energy  and  productive  power  of  all  the  rest.  And  so 
to  whatever  degree  harmonious  relations  have  been  main- 
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tained  and  substantial  intellectual  growth  has  been  ac- 
complished, they  have  been  achieved  by  reason  of  the 
united  efforts  of  all  in  these  directions. 

Therefore  no  one  should  be,  nor  is,  excluded  from 
the  list  of  those  to  whom  my  thanks  and  my  gratitude 
are  singularly  and  collectively  due.  So  to  all,  irrespec- 
tive of  place  or  position,  whether  officially  connected  to 
the  school  or  not,  I  herewith  tender  my  sincere  thanks. 

We  come  now  to  a  phase  of  our  school  work  that  for 
continued  effort  and  an  unbroken  record  of  splendid  ser- 
vice should  entitle  it  to  the  rank  of  a  department  in  itself. 
I  speak  now  of  our  Dental  Clinic  that  has  been  sponsored 
for  so  many  years  by  our  chairman,  Dr.  E.  J.  Smith,  and 
his  associates  in  that  profession. 

I  have  exhausted  my  stock  of  encomiums  for  the 
work  they  have  done,  and  I  have  repeatedly  called  at- 
tention to  the  superior  position  their  service  has  given  our 
school  system  as  a  whole.  May  the  time  be  near  at  hand 
when  some  public  and  authoritative  recognition  shall  be 
given  them  as  an  integral  part  of  a  school  system  which 
their  voluntary  and  individual  efforts  have  been  so  in- 
strumental in  building  up. 

To  Mr.  Bleuvelt  .whose  increasing  helpfulness  has 
been  manifested  in  so  many  ways,  and  to  his  department 
as  a  whole  for  assistance  on  special  occasions,  we  are 
exceeedingly  grateful.  No  better  place  or  time  for  es- 
tablishing the  proper  relationship  between  the  Police 
and  the  general  public  can  be  found  than  that  which  is 
presented  by  the  public  school. 

To  Mr.  Tozer,  the  Supervisor  of  Attendance,  and  my 
right-hand  man,  I  wish  to  acknowledge  my  indebtedness 
for  innumerable  favors  and  timely  assistance. 

To  my  teachers  whose  loyalty  and  devotion  to  the 
varied  interests  of  the  school  and  the  community,  whose 
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sympathy  and  helpfulness  have  blessed  many  a  home, 
whose  walk  and  conversation  are  above  reproach,  and 
whose  objective  in  life  is  to  build  up  a  sturdy  and  vigor- 
ous manhood  and  womanhood,  I  join  with  scores  in  this 
community  in  tendering  my  implicit  confidence  and  my 
grateful  thanks. 

To  you,  also,  members  of  the  School  Board  and  to 
you,  Mr.  Chairman,  in  particular,  I  wish  to  acknowledge 
my  indebtedness  not  only  for  your  counsel  and  support, 
but  for  your  continued  confidence  and  good  will.

MANNING   HIGH   SCHOOL 


Mr.  Joseph  I.  Horton,

Dear  Sir: 

I  herewith  submit  my  tenth  annual  report  as  princi- 
pal of  your  high  school. 

I  try  to  review  in  my  own  mind  the  work  of  the 
school  from  year  to  year,  and  I  realize  that  many  of  our 
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problems  are  still  unsolved.  I  cannot  help  but  feel  that 
these  problems  remain  unsolved  because  so  small  a  pro- 
portion of  our  citizens  take  any  interest  in  them.  I  sup- 
pose it  is  only  natural  that  we  have  a  tendency  to  be 
interested  in  those  things  that  affect  us  as  individuals. 
As  a  result  therefore  about  the  only  interest  manifest  to 
us  is  from  those  few  individuals  who  have  children  whom 
they  wish  to  send  to  college  or  to  some  higher  institution 
of  learning. 

We  have  been  fortunate  in  seeing  the  greater  part 
of  these  pupils  satisfy  the  desire  of  parents.  We  also 
ralize  that  these  pupils  are  handicapped  when  they  enter 
other  schools  because  of  lack  of  vital  experiences  in  their 
training.  This  group  of  pupils  constitutes  a  very  small 
part  of  our  school,  not  more  than  seven  percent.  These 
pupils  take  subjects  in  school  that  have  always  been 
found  in  the  traditional  preparatory  school  and  ,  so  far 
as  their  mastery  of  subject  matter  is  concerned,  they  have 
prepared  themselves  for  college.  Upon  entrance  to  col- 
lege, however,  they  find  that  their  experiences  have  been 
limited  in  comparison  with  the  group  they  now  meet. 
They  have  had  very  little  opportunity  for  physical  de- 
velopment. They  are  at  loss  in  trying  to  meet  the  re- 
quirements of  physical  work  in  their  new  environment, 
and  consequently  do  satisfactory  work  in  this  field. 
They  have  had  no  opportunity  to  do  library  work  in  their 
high  school  course  and  they  are  unable  to  compete  with 
others  in  their  study  of  reference  books.  Those  entering 
technical  schools  find  for  the  first  time  that  they  have 
missed  the  training  provided  in  a  science  laboratory. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  the  small  high  shool  caters 
to  the  above  group  and  we  have  catered  to  this  group  in 
so  far  as  we  have  equipment.  We  have  a  school  popula- 
tion at  present  large  enough  to  expect  some  notice  of 
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the  large  proportion  not  going  to  college.  In  other  words 
we  can  well  broaden  our  curriculum  to  interest  all  types 
•of  pupils  of  high  school  age  in  our  community  without 
seriously  increasing  the  per  pupil  cost.  Recent  study 
has  proved  that  up  to  1916  only  10  percent  of  the  people 
of  high  school  age  throughout  the  country  were  enrolled 
in  any  high  school.  At  present  43  percent  of  the  people 
of  this  age  throughout  the  country  are  enrolled,  and  in 
California  75  percent  are  members  or  some  secondary 
school. 

I  believe  it  is  very  evident  to  anyone  interested  in 
the  problem  that  the  old  type  of  high  school  work  is  not 
adaptable  to  the  greater  part  of  the  pupils  of  high  school 
age.  There  is  no  limit  to  the  types  of  training  being  in- 
troduced into  our  high  schools  and  even  then  the  schools 
cannot  keep  up  with  the  demands  of  society  upon  them, 
Ipswich  is  no  exception  and  if  we  look  at  the  problem 
fairly  we  have  to  admit  that  we  are  trying  to  throw  this 
whole  group  of  pupils  of  secondary  school  age  into  one 
mould  hoping  that  they  will  get  some  things  to  enable 
them  to  compete  with  the  rest  of  the  world.  We  are  try- 
ing to  meet  the  problem  of  the  present  with  the  equip- 
ment of  nearly  sixty  years  ago.  In  fact  I  feel  certain  that 
the  young  men  and  women  of  Ipswich  are  going  out  into 
the  world  with  school  experiences  not  far  different  from 
those  school  experiences  of  twenty  or  thirty  years  ago. 

For  the  most  part  our  homes  are  managed  far  dif- 
ferently from  those  periods;  even  in  the  past  ten  years 
our  methods  of  lighting  have  changed  from  oil  to  electri- 
city, our  methods  of  heating  have  changed,  and  in  fact 
we  can  think  of  very  few  conditions  in  our  home,  social 
or  business  conditions  that  have  not  changed.  Industry 
has  changed  to  the  extent  that  one  man  trained  for  the 
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work  is  putting  out  a  production  equal  to  that  of  hun- 
dreds fifteen  years  ago. 

Our  people  are  beginning  to  talk  of  the  retirement 
of  people  from  business  and  labor  at  the  age  of  forty  with 
the  idea  that  they  will  be  supported  by  the  state.  Those 
interested  in  a  higher  intelligence  among  our  people  say 
that  the  time  to  absorb  the  unemployed  is  during  the  ear- 
ly years  by  increasing  the  school  age,  and  whether  or  not 
our  legislators  pass  laws,  the  fact  remains  that  more  of 
our  young  people  are  going  to  school  than  ever  before. 
We  have  no  means  of  knowing  what  is  going  to  happen 
in  the  next  few  years,  but  we  do  realize  that  the  intelli- 
gent person  is  very  seldom  a  problem  in  our  social  life. 
A  study  recently  made  in  our  own  state  shows  that  only 
twenty  percent  of  all  criminals  have  ever  reached  high 
school  and  a  negligible  number  of  these  have  graduated 
from  high  school.  I  believe  that  the  thinking  person  will 
admit  that  the  high  school  throughout  the  country  is  go- 
ing a  long  way  towards  helping  men  and  women  to  be- 
come adjusted  to  the  social  and  economic  life  of  our 
country. 

Ipswich  has  its  share  in  the  solution  of  the  problem 
of  education  and  even  though  I  realize  that  the  average 
person  simply  takes  the  school  for  granted  as  a  part  of 
our  social  development  with  little  thought  of  needs  and 
results,  I  do  hope  that  some  very  serious  study  of  our 
problem  may  be  carried  on  this  year.  I  wish  that  even 
fifty  people  in  Ipswich  would  study  our  high  school  by  at 
least  one  full  day's  visit  and  follow  that  visit  with  a  visit 
to  at  least  one  progressive  high  school  outside  of  Ipswich. 
Those  of  us  connected  with  school  work  make  an  effort  to 
give  to  the  pupils  of  Ipswich  a  training  similar  to  that 
of  those  from  other  communities  with  whom  they  are  to 
compete.     We  visit  other  schools,  see  the  school  build- 
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ings,  study  their  program  and  methods  of  instruction.  We 
try  to  interpret  the  ideas  we  receive  in  terms  of  our  own 
community  and  school  equipment.  We  cannot  do  the 
work  of  the  Citizens  of  Ipswich  in  solving  their  problem. 
We  cannot  even  help  a  great  deal  until  interested  citi- 
zens get  a  basis  upon  which  to  form  judgment.  I  feel 
that  at  present  more  of  our  people  are  thinking  of  our 
needs  in  the  high  school  than  at  any  previous  time. 

There  are  those  who  express  themselves  on  the  ques- 
tion of  needs  for  a  new  high  school  building.  Some  of 
these  expressions  show  very  definite  thought  and  study; 
some  show  only  a  selfish  feeling  with  no  study  of  the 
situation.  I  sincerely  feel  that  we  have  reached  that 
condition  in  Ipswich  in  which  a  further  postponement  of 
definite  action  in  providing  for  the  needs  of  the  high 
school  will  be  serious. 

I  follow  our  pupils  from  the  time  they  enter  high 
school  to  the  time  they  become  settled  in  their  life  work. 
I  try  to  see  those  characteristics  of  the  individual  that 
will  injure  his  chances  to  become  a  useful  member  of 
society.  School  output  is  not  far  different  from  the  out- 
put of  a  factory  and  our  output  must  find  a  market.  We 
must  look  farther  than  the  manufacturer,  for  the  indi- 
vidual is  bound  to  remain  in  society  for  some  time.  He 
must  be  of  value  to  society  or  he  becomes  a  burden.  The 
commodity  manufactured  and  put  on  the  market  will 
take  its  place  according  to  the  demand,  but  if  there  is 
no  demand,  it  is  an  easy  matter  to  do  away  with  pro- 
duction, and  such  a  commodity  ceases  to  exist. 

The  school  problem  is  to  put  out  a  higher  grade  and 
a  greater  volume  of  useful  citizens. 

I  am  not  going  to  take  space  to  review  the  various 
needs  of  our  school  at  this  time  as  I  am  optimistic 
enough  to  believe  that  many  of  our  so  called  small  prob- 
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lems  of  school  administration  will  be  overcome  in  the^ 
near  future  by  provisions  of  a  gymnasium,  an  auditori- 
um, a  library,  and  laboratories  in  a  modern  high  school 
building. 

School  opened  this  fall  with  an  enrollment  of  330 
pupils  as  shown  in  the  tabulation  for  the  four  years  of 
high  school  grade.  The  Supervisor  of  Secondary  Edu- 
cation of  the  State  recently  said  to  me,  "Where  do  you 
put  them  all?  That  building  is  suitable  for  about  200 
pupils."  I  have  seen  the  enrollment  of  our  school  grow 
from  152  in  1920  to  330  in  the  fall  of  1929,  and  I  feel 
that  in  many  ways  the  efficiency  of  our  organization  has 
grown  in  proportion.  We  have  been  able  to  equalize 
more  nearly  the  class  divisions  in  so  far  as  the  size  of 
rooms  will  allow.  We  utilize  equipment  for  the  various 
classes  with  a  larger  number  of  pupils  in  each  class.  We 
have  more  divisions  in  the  classes  making  it  possible  for 
a  larger  proportion  of  pupils  to  receive  instruction  in  the 
work  in  which  they  are  interested. 

We  are  making  an  effort  to  carry  on  in  athletics  for 
both  boys  and  girls,  and  we  are  indeed  fortunate  to  have 
the  use  of  town  hall  for  basket  ball.  Very  few  of  our 
pupils  have  any  definite  physical  work  outside  of  school. 
It  is  only  natural  that  any  live  boy  or  girl  is  going  to  seek 
some  sort  of  recreation  and  expression  of  physical  ener- 
gy. I  believe  some  provision  for  the  direction  of  activity 
of  this  sort  must  be  made  and  our  only  place  seems  to  be 
town  hall. 

I  will  refer  you  to  the  report  of  Mr.  Tozer  in  regard 
to  the  work  in  music  as  all  of  our  musical  organizations 
are  directly  under  his  supervision.  I  wish  to  say  however 
that  the  results  in  this  department  are  very  gratifying  and 
there  is  need  of  a  more  extensive  program  to"give  oppor- 
tunity to  more  individuals  to  develop  in  music. 
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The  other  activities  of  the  school  have  been  carried 
on  with  the  individual  teachers  as  advisors.  We  endeav- 
or to  give  pupils  an  opportunity  to  experience  the  organ- 
ization and  development  of  clubs,  to  plan  and  manage 
their  own  activities,  and  to  meet  some  of  the  problems  in 
school  life  that  they  will  later  meet  in  their  larger  com- 
munity life. 

After  all,  the  real  pleasure  and  satisfaction  come 
with  the  development  and  finally  graduation  of  our  pupils 
It  is  interesting  to  follow  our  graduates  for  at  least  one 
year  and  I  herewith  submit  the  list  of  last  year's  gradu- 
ates as  occupied  at  present:

This  is  the  largest  class  ever  to  graduate  from  our 
high  school  and  in  spite  of  very  limited  opportunities  for 
work  in  Ipswich  at  present,  these  people  have  for  the 
most  part  found  some  useful  occupation.  Reports  have 
come  to  the  school  regarding  some  of  last  year's  gradu- 
.  ates  and  on  the  whole  the  results  are  very  pleasing. 

During  the  past  year  a  larger  proportion  of  the 
pupils  became  interested  in  the  school  honor  award  and 
we  feel  that  it  is  helping  the  pupils  to  compare  their 
abilities  with  those  of  other  pupils.  In  other  words  our 
pupils  are  becoming  more  capable  of  fairly  judging  their 
leaders  and  incidentally  placing  themselves  in  the  school 
community. 

As  I  visit  other  schools  and  see  other  groups  of  pu- 
pils come  to  Ipswich  I  cannot  help  but  feel  that  we  have 
a  loyal  thoughtful,  and  morally  clean  group,  unexcelled 
by  any  other  group. 

The  Roxanna  Cowles  scholarship  was  awarded  last 
year  to  those  who  seemed  best  to  meet  the  conditions  of 
the  donor.  The  scholarship  is  not  awarded  on  basis  of 
rank  alone  even  though  the  rank  must  be  85%.  The  indi- 
viduals receiving  the  scholarships  must  be  ready  to  enter 
or  already  admitted  to  some  higher  institution.  They 
must  be  of  the  type  that  will  appear  to  profit  by  such 
help.  The  scholarship  was  divided  last  year  between 
James  Merson  and  Althea  Howe  who  are  both  doing 
very  creditable  work  in  college.    The  scholarship  of  $100 
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given  by  the  Woman's  Club  was  awarded  to  Norman 
Baxter.  The  U.  S.  History  medal  presented  by  the  Mass- 
achusetts Sons  of  the  American  Revolution  was  earned 
by  Barbara  Damon.  One  hundred  dollars  for  excellence 
in  scholarship,  presented  by  a  local  interested  person, 
went  to  Barbara  Damon;  twenty  dollars  in  gold  for  the 
second  highest  scholarship,  Dorothy  Dunn ;  ten  dollars 
for  third  highest  scholarship,  Stanley  Machaj.  The 
school  awards  for  all-around  development  were  present- 
ed to:

There  has  been  less  change  in  our  teaching  force 
during  the  past  year  than  in  any  other  year  and  I  feel 
that  we  have  a  group  of  teachers  interested  in  their  work, 
interested  in  the  individual  pupils,  and  absolutely  in  har- 
mony wtih  the  plan  of  administration.  It  is  a  pleasure  to 
work  with  as  loyal,  enthusiastic,  and  capable  group  of 
teachers  as  we  have  at  the  present  time. 

To  sum  up,  allow  me  to  say  that  I  feel  the  past  year 
has  been  the  most  satisfactory  of  any  in  my  experience 
here.  The  number  of  pupils  unable  to  become  adjusted 
to  our  work  has  been  small.    A  larger  proportion  of  our 
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teachers  experienced  in  our  work,  making  the  organiza- 
tion and  routine  of  the  school  a  little  smoother.  For  the 
most  part  I  have  found  pupils  very  fair  in  judging  their 
place  in  the  school  and  fair  in  the  interpretation  to  their 
parents  of  their  standing  in  school.  On  the  whole  I  have 
found  parents  interested  and  yet  charitable  in  their  judg- 
ments. I  realize  that  the  parent  love  is  strong  and  some 
fail  to  place  the  individual  child  in  the  whole  group.  They 
see  the  child  from  the  view  point  of  the  home  only.  This 
seems  to  work  out  in  one  of  two  ways  in  the  extreme 
cases.  Some  lead  the  child  to  believe  he  is  superior  to 
anyone  else  while  others  make  the  child  feel  that  he  is 
inferior.  It  is  hard  for  some  parents  to  realize  that  the 
child  of  high  school  age  should  begin  to  think  for  himself 
with  direction  by  parents  and  school.  We  must,  how- 
ever, realize  that  the  child  should  begin  to  take  some 
responsibility  at  this  age. 

In  conclusion  allow  me  to  express  my  appreciation 
to  all  those  who  in  any  way  co-operate  in  our  work  and 
especially  to  you  as  Superintendent  for  your  helpful  ad- 
vice and  sincere  interest  in  our  work.

WINTHROP   SCHOOL 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools, 

Ipswich,  Mass., 
Dear  Sir; 

Once  again,  I  herewith  submit  the  annual  report 
of  the  Winthrop  School. 

The  enrollment  of  the  lower  grades  is  considerably 
smaller  this  year.  There  are  sixty-eight  pupils  in  the 
sixth  grades,  thirty-nine  in  the  fifth  and  forty-six  in  the 
fourth  grade.  The  enrollment  of  the  Junior  High  has 
increased.  One  hundred  fifty  pupils  are  registered  in  the 
seventh  grade  and  one  hundred  four  in  grade  eight.  On 
account  of  the  changing  conditions  in  our  community 
life  many  families  have  left  town.  To  make  up  partially 
for  the  loss  of  pupils  leaving,  many  children  have  come 
to  us  from  other  towns  and  about  the  same  membership 
has  been  maintained  since  September. 

The  health  of  the  children  has  been  unusually  good 
and  our  attendance  has  been  excellent.  Too  much  praise 
cannot  be  given  our  school  nurse  for  her  untiring  efforts 
in  behalf  of  the  health  of  our  boys  and  girls.  There  are 
a  few  parents  who  are  negligent  about  obliging  their 
children  to  attend  school  regularly.  And  again  there 
are  the  same  few  pupils  tardy,  on  account  of  their  run- 
ning errands  to  the  store  for  their  parents.  We  wish  pa- 
rents would  be  more  thoughtful  and  careful  about  per- 
mitting their  children  to  arrive  tardy  for  school,  as  this 
bad  habit  grows  upon  them. 
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In  September  we  lost  two  excellent  teachers,  who 
found  better  paid  positions  in  other  places.  Fortunate- 
ly thece  vacancies  have  been  filled  by  young  teachers 
who  are  serious  and  very  enthusiastic  about  their  work. 
This  past  term,  the  manual  arts  teacher  resigned  to  take 
up  his  work  in  a  larger  field.  While  with  us  he  did  ex- 
cellent work  with  the  boys  and  was  at  all  times  willing 
to  cooperate.  The  new  director  of  a  few  weeks  has  tak- 
en hold  of  the  work  with  a  will  and  being  an  experienced 
teacher,  the  pupils  have  lost  no  time  by  the  change. 

The  evening  session  of  school  held  during  education- 
al week,  although  always  well  attended  by  interested  pa- 
rents was  even  more  largely  attended  this  year,  over  two 
hundred  fifty  people  having  visited  the  building  during 
the  evening.  This  past  year  we  have  had  the  pleasure  of 
many  visits  from  the  parents.  We  would  welcome  visi- 
tors every  day  of  the  school  year. 

Our  exhibition  in  June  was  again  held  in  our  own 
building,  which,  I  think  is  the  most  satisfactory  place  to 
hold  it.  Pupils  and  teachers  had  worked  hard  during  the 
year  and  excellent  work  as  a  result  was  shown  at  the 
exhibition.  Much  of  this  work  was  collected  and  sent  to 
the  Topsfield  Fair  in  September.  From  this  we  have 
also  selected  material  for  a  portfolio  for  the  Junior  Red 
Cross  to  be  sent  abroad  to  children  of  other  lands.  All 
the  children  have  joined  the  Junior  Red  Cross. 

At  Christmas  time  the  pupils  brought  clothing, 
books  and  toys  which  they  had  outgrown  or  had  dis- 
carded, to  their  respective  teachers.  This,  in  turn  was 
given  over  to  Miss  Stewart  to  be  distributed  to  less  for- 
tunate boys  and  girls. 

The  regular  routine  of  school  work  has  been  about 
the  same  as  last  year.  We  have  made  few  changes  in 
program.     We  are  laying  special  stress  on  teaching  the 
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child  "how  to  study"  and  are  trying  to  develop  a  proce- 
dure which  will  result  in  learning  by  the  pupil.  The  pu- 
pil learns  through  study.  As  long  as  he  is  able  and  will- 
ing to  study  he  will  learn.  Our  teachers  are  trying  to 
make  study  possible,  to  encourage  study,  and  to  indicate 
the  course  study  is  to  take ;  in  other  words  dirct  the  study 
effort  of  the  pupil. 

Considerable  time  is  given  to  health  education.  The 
pupils  have  their  regular  periods  each  week  for  the  study 
of  hygiene.  Each  day  the  pupils  take  part  in  health  ex- 
ercises, sometimes  under  pupil  leadership  and  at  other 
times  under  the  direction  of  their  respective  teachers.  The 
results  of  this  training  was  evidenced  in  our  Field  Day 
exercises. 

The  most  important  part  of  a  child's  education,  how- 
ever, is  not  in  the  knowledge  gained,  nor  in  the  ability  to 
act,  but  in  the  development  of  good  character,  correct 
standards  of  noble  living  and  habits  of  right  action.  For 
this  training  a  period  of  each  day  is  devoted  to  talks  and 
discussions  in  good  bahaviour  and  citizenship.  Stories 
are  read  by  teacher  and  pupil  and  memory  gems  and 
poems  are  learned.  Memory  gems  are  always  on  the 
board  before  the  pupils.  In  addition,  much  is  made  of 
biography.  On  the  birthday  anniversaries  of  our  noble, 
heroic  and  patriotic  Americans,  short  exercises  are  held 
in  the  various  grades  and  stories  and  talks  are  given  in 
the  Civics  classes. 

During  the  coming  year  we  shall  need  many  new 
text  books.  With  difficulty  we  have  struggled  along  this 
year,  as  many  of  our  books  are  entirely  worn  out.  New 
books  of  grammar  are  much  needed  in  grade  seven. 
Many  arithmetic  books  are  also  needed  in  this  grade. 
Grade  eight  needs  an  entirely  new  series  of  literature 
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books.     A  change  of  text  book    in    Hygiene    would    be 
greatly  appreciated. 

Our  janitor  service,  with  the  help  of  the  new  assist- 
ant, is  much  improved.  We  now  have  the  halls  and 
stairs  swept  daily.  We  wish  it  were  possible  to  sweep 
the  school  rooms  each  day. 

In  June  a  class  of  one  hundred  one  pupils,  the  larg- 
est class  ever  graduated  from  the  eighth  grade,  held  ex- 
ercise in  the  Town  Hall.  The  program  and  list  of  grad- 
uates follow:

BURLEY  SCHOOL 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools, 
Dear  Sir: 

At  your  request  I  again  submit  my  annual  report  of 
the  Burley  School. 
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Notwithstanding  the  fact  that  several  families  have 
moved  from  town,  we  have  enrolled  three  hundred 
twenty-four  pupils  in  the  following  grades :  fifty-nine  in 
grade  one,  fifty-eight  in  grade  two ;  forty-eight  in  grade 
three;  fifty-eight  in  grade  four;  sixty-six  in  grade  five; 
and  thirty-five  in  grade  six. 

The  attendance  during  the  past  year  has  been  unu- 
sually good.  There  has  been  very  little  sickness  thus  far 
among  pupils  or  teachers. 

Several  changes  were  made  this  year  in  the  teaching 
force.  Miss  Freethey  was  transferred  to  the  Shatswell, 
Miss  Norcross  left  to  be  married,  Miss  Pickard  took  up 
new  work  on  account  of  illness,  and  Miss  Charles,  who 
had  done  such  excellent  work  for  so  many  years  here, 
left  to  accept  a  position  with  a  higher  salary  in  her  home 
city  of  Newbury  port. 

The  vacancies  were  filled  by  Miss  Sojka,  Miss  Jiana- 
kountzas.  Miss  Brown  and  Miss  Williams.  These  new 
teachers  have  taken  hold  of  their  work  with  a  will  and 
are  interested  in  their  pupils.  Their  willingness  to  work 
and  to  cooperate  have  already  started  them  on  the  road 
to  success. 

We  have  with  us  Miss  Bond  and  Miss  Lucey,  who 
are  observing  in  the  different  grades.  This  practical  ex- 
perience is  very  beneficial  to  these  young  ladies  who  de- 
sire to  become  future  teachers.  They  in  turn  cooperate 
and  are  willing  to  help  during  the  absence  of  any  teach- 
er and  at  all  other  times. 

The  discipline  of  the  school  has  been  exceptionally 
good  this  year.  Our  pupils  show  a  good  school  spirit 
and  enjoy  coming  to  school.  This  is  manifested  by  the 
few  reports  of  truancy. 

Our  school  has  one  hundred  percent  membership 
in  the  Junior  Red  Cross  Society.    A  great  deal  was  done 
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for  Christmas  by  the  pupils.  Scrap  books  from  the  first 
and  second  grades,  potted  bulbs  and  candy  bouquets 
from  the  third  and  fourth  grades.  Through  the  kindness 
of  Miss  Stewart  and  Miss  Dawson  these  gifts  were  fallen 
to  the  North  Reading  Hospital  where  one  of  our  pupils 
is  an  inmate.  The  older  pupils  presented  the  Coburn 
home  and  Cable  Hospital  with  window  candles. 

We  are  doing  a  great  deal  on  the  program  of  Good 
Health.  Hygiene  is  taught  in  every  grade  by  the  respec- 
tive teachers,  directed  by  Miss  Stewart.  The  teachers 
have  access  to  the  physical  record  cards,  prepared  by  the 
nurse,  and  check  corrections  made  on  physical  defects. 
A  great  number  of  pupils  have  been  sent  to  the  Winthrop 
Office  for  health  inspection  by  Dr.  McArthur  and  Miss 
Stewart. 

Great  stress  has  been  placed  on  reading  and  also  on 
oral  and  written  language.  Two  pupils  from  the  sixth 
grade  have  each  read  twenty  books  prescribed  by  the 
Public  Library.  This  has  earned  them  an  honor  diploma. 
Eight  pupils  have  each  read  five  books  and  received  a 
certificate.  These  diplomas  and  certificates  are  issued 
by  the  Mass.  Dept.  of  Education.  We  are  in  need  of  more 
reading  material  in  the  lower  grades. 

The  sixth  grade  in  connection  with  their  history  and 
geography  work  has  taken  trips  to  Bunker  Hill  and  to 
the  Salem  Museum.  They  have  made  an  extensive  study 
of  Historic  Ipswich  and  trips  to  the  Historical  House  and 
historic  points  of  interest  in  Ipswich  are  planned.  The 
fifth  and  sixth  classes  make  much  use  of  the  lantern. 
At  preesnt  the  lantern  is  under  repairs. 

The  Franklin  Course  of  Drawing  brings  many  visi- 
tors to  our  school.  The  value  of  this  course  still  con- 
tinues to  manifest  itself  in  all  of  the  grades. 

We  are  indebted  to  the  Manual  Training  Depart- 
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ment  for  making  an  old  desk  into  a  very  useful  one  for 
Miss  Stewart's  office,  also  for  book  cases  and  shelves 
used  in  the  different  rooms. 

The  sixth  grade  pupils  are  to  be  commended  for 
their  good  spirit  in  presenting  the  school  with  a  beauti- 
ful picture  when  leaving  for  Junior  High  School.  The 
present  class  is  planning  to  donate  a  similar  gift. 

Our  school  building  is  in  very  good  condition  and 
is  kept  clean  at  all  times  by  the  janitor.  The  basement 
classrooms  are  more  comfortable  since  repairs  were  made 
checking  the  inflow  of  water.  An  inspection  of  the  build- 
ing was  made  by  Mr.  Moulton  and  a  few  changes  were 
made  in  the  boys'  basement. 

Educational  Week  is  an  annual  event  and  our  even- 
ing session  of  school  held  during  that  week  was  enjoyed 
by  more  than  one-hundred-fifty  parents  and  friends,  who 
availed  themselves  of  the  opportunity  of  visiting  their 
children  in  the  class  room.  The  exhibition  held  in  the 
various  rooms  in  June  was  well  attended  and  parents 
were  interested  in  looking  over  their  children's  work. 
This  work  was  later  sent  to  the  Topsfield  Fair  Exhibition, 

I  wish  to  acknowledge  the  many  benefits  derived 
from  your  visits  to  the  class  room.  They  give  the  pupils 
great  pleasure.  They  fill  them  with  enthusiasm  and  in- 
crease their  thinking  capacities.  They  fill  the  teachers 
with  new  inspirations. 

We  thank  you  for  your  untiring  efforts  for  the  bene- 
fit of  our  school  and  we  assure  you  our  co-operation.

We  feel  very  grateful  for  the  fact  that  at  last  the 
furnace  has  been  cleaned  and  repaired,  so  that  the  pres- 
ence of  coal  gas  in  the  schoolrooms,  an  unhealthful  con- 
dition which  has  existed  for  several  years,  has  been 
greatly  lessened. 

I  wish  we  might  look  forward  to  having  the  walls 
of  the  schoolrooms  and  halls,  especially  the  latter, 
thoroughly  scrubbed  and  painted. 

May  I  thank  you  for  those  repairs  and  improvements 
which  have  already  been  made  ?

Superintendent  of  Schools, 
Dear  Sir: 

I  hereby  submit  to  you  my  fourth  annual  report  as 
principal  of  the  Shatswell  School. 

The  total  enrollment  this  year  is  three  hundred 
twenty-seven  pupils.  Some  families  have  moved  away 
from  town  and  others  have  come  in  to  take  their  places, 
thus  keeping  the  enrollment  nearly  the  same  as  last  year. 

There  are  nine  classes,  as  usual,  and  the  attendance 
has  been  good. 

With  one  exception,  the  same  efficient  corps  of  teach- 
ers is  striving  to  have  the  pupils  attain  a  more  thorough 
mastery  of  the  three  R's  and  also  help  them  to  become 
honest,  earnest,  self-respecting  citizens  of  the  commu- 
nity. 

Miss  Monroe,  a  student  at  the  Mary  Brook's  School 
of  Pedagogy,  in  Boston,  observes  in  the  third  and  fourth 
grades. 

The  major  subject  in  the  first  three  grades  is  read- 
ing, and  we  are  giving  much  time  and  careful  thought 
to  the  teaching  of  this  subject.  Each  year  the  pupils 
cover  more  ground  than  the  previous  classes  and  before 
June  we  find  our  supply  of  reading  material  exhausted. 
More  books  are  needed  and  I  hope  it  will  be  possible  for 
each  class  to  have  two  sets  of  new  readers. 

Sound  minds  are  found  in  sound  bodies,  so  much 
stress  is  put  upon  the  teaching  of  good  health  habits. 
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Class  inspection  and  health  talks  form    a    part    of    the 
daily  program. 

Our  custodian,  Mr.  Grant,  keeps  the  building  in  ex- 
cellent condition.  The  floors  are  swept  daily,  the  base- 
ment kept  clean  and  sanitary  and  the  grounds  given  much 
attention. 

We  still  have  one  room  furnished  with  old  non- 
adjustable  desks  and  chairs.  These  are  in  very  poor 
condition  and  new  ones  are  certainly  needed.  As  sta- 
tionary desks  and  saets  are  not  now  used  in  first  grade 
rooms,  I  would  recommend  movable  tables  and  chairs. 
It  would  be  very  helpful  if  the  change  .could  be  made 
this  spring. 

Now  a  word  about  the  extra  curricula  activities  of 
the  school,  in  which  the  pupils  are  enthusiastic  workers. 

All  of  the  classes  have  again  paid  their  membership 
dues  to  the  Junior  Red  Cross  and  are  making  a  port-folio 
to  send  to  some  school  across  the  osean. 

During  Education  Week  school  was  in  sessison  one 
evening.  About  two  hundred  fifty  parents  and  friends 
visited  the  school  at  that  time.  We  are  always  glad  to 
welcome  the  parents,  as  much  can  be  done  for  the  benefit 
of  the  pupils,  when  the  teachers  and  parents  work  to- 
gether. 

Mr.  Grant  has  more  than  twenty  boys  in  the  Fife  and 
Drum  Corps  this  year.  The  lessons  are  given  Thursday 
afternoon  at  the  close  of  the  regular  session.  The  boys 
are  making  excellent  progress  and  will  be  ready  to  fur- 
nish music  for  all  of  our  outdoor  events. 

This  year,  through  the  united  efforts  of  parents, 
teachers  and  pupils,  a  food  sale  was  held.  It  proved  a 
great  success  and  the  sum  of  $50.00  was  netted.  This 
money  is  for  the  purchase  of  a  stereopticon  lantern  to  be 
used  in  connection  with  the  pupils'  school  work.     May 
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I  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  all  who  helped  us  in  any 
way? 

Several  classes  have  taken  walks  to  different  sec- 
tions of  the  town.  These  walks  have  proven  very  help- 
ful in  connection  with  the  geography  and  nature  studies. 

As  this  year  marks  the  300th  anniversary  of  the 
settlement  of  our  town,  the  pupils  will  have  much  of  in- 
terest to  add  to  their  regular  work.  Visits  must  be  made 
to  some  of  our  colonial  houses.  Historic  places  must  be 
located  and  important  events  studied. 

In  all  of  our  school  activities  we  have  received  the 
heartiest  cooperation  of  the*  parents.  Teachers  and  pu- 
pils appreciate  their  kindness. 

In  closing  I  wish  to  thank  you  for  your  many  helpful 
suggestions.

DOMESTIC    SCIENCE 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools, 

Ipswich,  Massachusetts, 
Dear  Sir : 

The  work  in  the  Domestic  Science  Department  is 
progressing  rapidly. 
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The  girls  in  the  sixth  grades  are  showing  unusual 
skill.  They  have  already  learned  many  simple  hand 
stitches  and  are  now  learning  the  use  of  the  sewing  ma- 
chine. This  work  generally  comes  later  in  the  year,  but 
the  children  have  been  so  apt,  it  seemed  advisable  to  start 
that  work  at  the  present  time.  .Before  the  end  of  the 
term  they  will  also  have  learned  how  to  pin  and  cut  a 
simple  pattern. 

The  seventh  grade  girls  are  also  having  sewing.  The 
work  here  is  advancing  as  quickly  as  possible  under  the 
prevailing  conditions.  The  classes  run  large,  the  period 
is  short  and  the  equipment  inadequate.  There  are  just 
four  sewing  machines  for  a  class  of  twenty  to  twenty 
four  girls.  This  holds  up  the  work  considerably.  Often 
a  girl  and  sometimes  several  girls  have  to  wait  to  use 
the  sewing  machines.  This  not  only  wastes  a  great  deal 
of  time,  but  causes  restlessness,  and  lack  of  interest  in 
the  work.  Two  of  the  machines  we  have  at  the  present 
time  are  out  of  date,  and  frequently  out  of  repair.  They 
thread  and  operate  differently  from  the  newer  machines 
making  it  very  confusing  to  the  girls,  especially  to  the 
beginners.  This  condition  would  be  greatly  facilitated 
if  these  old  machines  could  be  traded  in  for  new  ones. 

In  the  eighth  grades  the  girls  are  having  cooking. 
The  course  covers  the  planning  and  serving  of  a  meal 
along  with  a  very  elementary  study  of  dietetics. 

Each  year  the  High  School  class  is  presenting  more 
of  a  problem.  The  number  of  girls  taking  the  course 
has  increased  tremendously.  Because  of  the  large  num- 
ber who  signed  for  the  course,  and  the  small  amount  of 
time  allotted,  it  was  necessary  to  limit  the  work  to  the 
Freshmen  class.  In  this  group  the  girls  are  studying 
clothing.  The  course  includes  not  only  the  actual  con- 
struction of  garments  but  the  selection  of  materials  in 
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relation  to  color,  suitability,  durability  and  price. 

The  aim  of  the  course  is  not  merely  to  make  good 
seamstresses  and  cooks,  but  to  give  the  girls  a  working 
knowledge  of  how  to  help  in  the  home:

I  take  pleasure  in  presenting  my  first  annual  report 
of  the  Manual  Arts  department. 

I  know  that  you  realize  that  taking  a  position  in  the 
middle  of  a  school  year  is  a  disadvantage  to  pupil  and 
teacher  alike.  I  have  tried  to  carry  out  the  original  year's 
plans  as  nearly  as  one  can,  to  prevent  any  lapse  in  the 
course  of  study,  and  will  continue  this  plan  through  the 
school  year. 

The  true  aim  of  Manual  Arts  is,  real  life-  in  school 
preparing  the  boys  for  the  problems  of  life  as  they  leave 
school  to  go  into  the  world.  In  this  day  and  age  of 
specialization  courses  must  be  planned  accordingly. 

I  have  outlined  a  diversified  shop  program  which 
will  start  with  the  seventh  grade  and  continue  through 
the  high  school  grades.  The  main  factors  of  this  new 
plan  are  the  teaching  of  a  thorough  working  knowledge 
of  all  tools  and  machinery,  and  a  finer  conception  of 
quality  of  work,  production  being  a  minor  detail. 
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In  order  that  this  plan  might  be  successfully  carried 
out  a  wood  turning  lathe  would  be  necessary.  Without 
it  the  high  school  boys  are  losing  a  most  valuable  part 
of  their  training  necessary  to  keep  them  on  an  equal 
basis  with  pupils  leaving  schools,  where  this  equipment 
is  provided. 

Mechanical  Drawing  will  be  taught  in  correlation 
with  Manual  Training.  The  program  I  have  outlined 
would  start  with  the  eighth  grade,  enlarging  on  the 
fundamentals  of  drawing  already  taught,  so  that  when 
pupils  reach  the  high  school,  projects  to  be  made  in 
Manual  Training  may  be  drawn  and  blue  printed  before 
they  are  made.  The  plan  calls  for  isometric  drawing,  or 
the  graphic  profection,  geometrical  problems,  blue  print- 
ing, and  achitectural  drawing  and  design  during  the  last 
term. 

The  Household  mechanics  course  is  planned  to  pro- 
vide training  in  electricity,  sheet  metal  work,  and  house- 
hold repairs,  this  last  a  very  valuable  training. 

For  the  sixth  grade  a  very  appropriate  course  in 
Handicraft  work,  and  Tin  Can  toy  making  have  been 
outlined. 

The  condition  of  the  shop  could  be  improved  by  the 
installation  of  wooden  floors,  and  a  solution  of  the  heat- 
ing system  problem. 

I  wish  to  sincerely  thank  Miss  Sullivan,  Mr.  Whipple, 
the  School  Committee,  and  you,  Mr.  Horton,  for  your 
kind  cooperation  and  helpful  advice.

One-half  of  the  expenses  is  to  be  paid  by  the 
Association.

Ipswich,  Mass., 
My  dear  Sir: 

May  I  submit  the  following  report. 

There  has  been  no  change  this  year  in  the  policy 
that  we  have  adopted  for  the  teaching  of  music  in  the 
public  schools.  The  work  in  the  grades  is  the  same  as  in 
the  past  few  years.  I  do  feel,  however,  that  the  spirit 
of  cooperation  among  the  teachers  and  principals  is 
greater  than  ever  before. 

In  the  Senior  High  School  we  have  a  chorus  of  mixed 
voices,  a  girls'  glee  club,  dance  orchestra  and  band.  I 
regret  that  we  have  no  concert  orchestra,  but  the  time 
alloted  your  supervisor  will  not  allow  him  the  time  for 
rehearsals.  This  is  the  first  year  that  we  have  been  able 
to  organize  a  band.  Unless  some  provision  is  made 
whereby  more  instruments  can  be  purchased  and  a  larger 
band  formed,  owing  to  the  graduation  of  its  members 
from  school,  of  course  in  two  years  we  must  disband. 

There  are  fifty  boys  in  grades  VI,  VII,  VIII  who  are 
willing  and  eager  to  take  up  the  study  of  some  instru- 
ment, provided  the  instrument  is  furnished  them,  and 
all  of  these  boys  have  the  support  of  their  parents.  May 
I  suggest  that  the  committee  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$2500.00  for  the  purchase  of  such  instruments  as  are 
necessary  for  the  formation  of  a  well  balanced  band. 

May  I  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  you  and  your 
teachers  for  the  very  hearty  cooperation  that  I  have  re- 
ceived during  the  past  year.

There  were  seven  children  who  had  their  tonsils 
taken  care  of  by  Dr.  Collins  of  Ipswich.  The  Parent 
Teachers'  Association  paid  one  half  of  the  expenses.  The 
operations  were  performed  in  the  homes  of  two  of  the 
members. 

At  present  the  Association  is  paying  one  half  of  the 
expenses  for  having  the  children's  teeth  attended.  Dr. 
Wilder  has  been  summoned  to  examine  each  child's  teeth 
and  is  giving  an  estimate  price  on  each  child.  He  is  now 
working  on  them. 

A  sub-station  of  the  Ipswich  Public  Library  has  been 
formed  in  the  Linebrook  School  for  the  benefit  of  the 
community.  Children  and  adults  have  the  use  of  the 
books.  The  books  are  changed  once  a  month.  The  com- 
munity is  grateful  for  this  station. 

We  are  looking  forward  to  a  large  attendance  at 
our  next  supper  and  entertainment  to  help  defray  ex- 
penses. So  far  the  community  has  shown  a  real  gather- 
ing spirit,  but  the  more  the  merrier.  The  association 
tries  to  have  some  kind  of  gathering  once  a  month. 

We  hope  the  public  will  join  us  in  our  activities  that 
we  may  be  able  to  further  our  work,  in  giving  the  chil- 
dren proper  advantages  to  grasp  life's  work  enthusias- 
tically and  capable  of  meeting  life's  advantages  and  suc- 
ceed.

EEPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  PHYSICIAN 


Mr.  Joseph  I.  Horton, 

Superintendent  of  Schools, 

Ipswich,  Massachusetts, 

Dear  Sir: 

The  average  health  of  the  school  children  is  good. 
It  is  an  interesting  fact  that  there  were  no  deaths  of 
children  between  the  ages  of  five  and  twenty,  which 
covers  the  school  period,  during  the  year  of  1929.  The 
incidence  of  contagious  and  infectious  diseases  was  the 
lowest  for  a  number  of  years,  not  only  in  numbers,  but 
in  percentages,  in  twenty  years. 

The  volume  of  work  carried  on  by  the  Department 
is  increasing  each  year.  The  State  Departments  of  both 
Health  and  Education  are  issuing  additional  require- 
ments each  year,  and  much  of  the  work  necessary  to 
comply  with  these  requirements,  falls  to  this  Department. 

We  are  now  in  the  third  year  of  the  daily  Clinic  for 
advice  and  treatment  of  such  children  as  are  sent  to  the 
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Clinic  daily,  by  the  teachers  of  the  various  schools.  This 
work  has  increased  in  volume  each  year,  and  will  doubt- 
less continue  to  do  so  as  time  goes  on. 

I  will  state  at  this  point  that  this  work  is  not  be- 
cause of  any  requirement  of  the  State,  or  of  the  local 
School  Committee,  but  was  started  voluntarily  by  the 
Nurse  and  Physician,  who  saw  the  potential  value  that 
would  result  to  the  School  System  by  its  introduction. 
While  some  of  the  cities  carry  on  this  work  I  know  of 
no  towns  of  the  class  in  which  Ipswich  might  be  properly 
placed,  where  it  is  being  done.  Perhaps  some  time 
in  the  future  Ipswich  will  be  given  credit  for  the  pioneer 
health  work  she  has  done  for  some  years. 

The  expense  incidental  to  the  carrying  on  of  the 
clinic  has  been  borne  by  the  physician  and  the  nurse.  I 
believe  the  School  Department  should  furnish  dressings 
and  other  incidentals  necessary  to  the  carrying  on  of  this 
work  and  so  stated  in  my  report  last  year. 

The  whole  number  of  pupils  examined  in  the  High 
Schools  and  in  the  Grades  was  1469,  as  compared  with 
1475  last  year.  The  loss  was  in  the  Grades.  There  were 
last  year  271  examined  in  the  High  School,  and  this  year 
there  were  308.  The  High  School  attendance  is  increas- 
ing each  year.  A  problem  that  the  town  must  face,  is  a 
new  High  School  Building,  if  the  school  is  to  function  up 
to  its  present  standard  of  efficiency. 

Thanking  you,  Mr.  Superintendent,  and  the  Teachers 
for  your  courtesy  and  valuable  assistance  in  the  carrying 
on  of  this  work.

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SCHOOL  NURSES'S  REPORT 


The  work  in  this  department  does  hot  vary  much 
from  year  to  year  as  far  as  "School  Duties"  are  con- 
cerned, but  each  year  seems  to  add  ;more  clerical  require- 
:ments  on  account  of  "Statistical  data,"  wanted  by  the 
State  department  and  other  organizations,  thereby  leav- 
ing less  time  to  devote  to  class  room  and  home  visits. 

It  is  really  impossible  to  do  any  class  room  visiting 
Until  after  January,  following  the  opening  of  school,  be- 
cause of  physical  examinations,  weighings  and  measur- 
ings,  and  notices  to  parents,  required  by  law,  covering-  de- 
fects found  as  the  result  of  above  work.  When  this  data 
is  complete  it  is  nearly  time  to  start  again  with  weighings 
and  measurings  if  we  are  to  follow  out  the  schedule 
planned  on  the  physical  records  which  we  are  using 
and  which  are  provided  by  the  State  of  Massachusetts. 
Until  last  year  the  department  managed  to  do  three 
weighings  and'  measuring,  against  four  called  for  on  the 
record  card,  but  on  account  of  the  extra  clerical  duties 
spoken  of  before,  only  two  were  made  in  1929  and  1930 
bids  fair  to  have  the  same. 

The  school  physician  is  at  the  Winthrop  School  of- 
fice until  9.30  a.  m.  o'clock  each  day  to  see  pupils  who  are 
sent  there  by  the  school  principals. 

One  eye  clinic  was  conducted  by  the  S.  P.  C.  C. 
where  pupils  needing  eye  correction  could  be  cared  for 
at  a  reduced  rate.  Many  availed  themselves  of  this  op- 
portunity. It  is  with  difficulty  many  times  that  a  pa- 
rent is  made  to  see  that  such  a  defect  as  "poor  vision" 
is  often  the  cause  of  backwardness  in  school.    " 
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Three  years  ago  a  clinic  was  held  in  town  by  the 
"State  Department"  for  children,  10%  and  more  under- 
weight, and  these  children  have  been  examined  yearly 
as  a  part  of  the  ten  year  programme  covering  this  clinic. 
In  December,  thirteen  of  the  group  were  Xrayed  at 
Hamilton,  Massachusetts,  previous  to  a  physical  exami- 
nation which  is  coming  in  the  near  future. 

The  teachers  and  majority  of  parents  must  be  given 
much  credit  for  their  splendid  co-operation  in  carrying 
out  the  Health  Programme,  in  our  School  System.

Mr.  Horton  has  asked  me  to  give  a  brief  statement 
of  the  work  the  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to 
Children  has  accomplished  during  1929. 

First,  as  to  our  real  job;  43  children,  needing  help 
of  one  sort  or  another,  and  14  demanding  court  action, 
have  been  protected  by  our  Agent,  Miss  Pamelia  Du- 
laney. 

Second,  we  have  consummated  our  long-talked-of 
eye  clinic.  Through  the  kindness  of  the  Mass.  Institution 
for  the  Blind,  we  secured  the  services  of  Dr.  Worthen 
of  Boston,  an  eye  specialist,  who  came  to  us  at  a  compar- 
atively small  cost,  and  examined  the  eyes  of  44  children. 
The  Society  paid  his  fee,  and  the  Institution  furnished  the 
glasses  for  those  who  could  not  afford  to  pay.  We  hope 
finances  permitting,  to  make  this  clinic  an  annual  affair. 

I  cannot  give  the  number  of  families  to  whom  we 
have  given  temporary  relief  or  the  number  of  children 
who  have  been  kept  from  school  without  the  shoes  we 
furnished,  but  they  have  not  been  few. 

Miss  White,  at  the  Hospital,  has  given  us  the  services 
of  the  Staff  doctors  for  the  removal  of  tonsils  and  ad- 
noids,  as  well  as  several  major  operations  for  suffering 
mothers,  and  has  sent  frequently,  cases  of  new  laid  eggs 
for  the  Society  to  distribute,  which  good  work  Miss  Mon- 
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ahan  is  continuing,  and  which  we  acknowledge  grate- 
fully. 

At  Chistmas  time,  16  families,  embracing  55  chil- 
dren, were  supplied  with  toys  and  candy. 

I  wish  there  were  space  here  to  acknowledge  also  the 
contributions,  unsolicited,  of  money,  clothing  and  toys, 
given  to  me  personally,  which  have  not  gone  through 
the  regular  channels.  I  must,  however,  give  our  thanks 
to  Miss  Stewart,  without  whose  wise  and  faithful  help 
we  could  not  function  so  successfully,  and  to  our  Chief  of 
Police  whose  cooperation  has  made  easier  the  many  dif- 
ficult tasks  with  which  our  Agent  has  had  to  cope. 

Our  work  is  growing,  we  hope  not  because  there  is 
more  neglect  and  cruelty  in  the  world,  but  that  we  and 
our  deeds  are  becoming  better  known  and  appreciated  by 
the  citizens  of  Ipswich.     Please  give  us  your  support.
